ducer —ог if the moon, forgetting her usual imperturbability, 
became excited, and exhibited herself in all her four quarters at 
once, or contributed in any other small way towards the harmony 
of the evening — ог if the Mighty Mother herself, who at the 
present moment shares the dilemma of another respectable matron, 
declared in song to have had so many children that she became 
embarrassed, availed herself of the last night of the year to 
deliver an “occasional address” upon its close, or (like Vaux- 
hall on a gala evening) lit up twenty thousand additional stars, 
and discharged an extra flight of comets, there would be reason 
in our observance. But, never yet having had the pleasure of 
witnessing such a recognition of the thirty-first of December, we 
really feel inclined to ask, with the poor queen in the play, what 
the day has done to deserve its importance ? 

We could easily pick out a dozen days, each more worthy to be 
the pivot of meditation. Who is the 31st of December, we should 
like to know? A short, and usually dirty individual, looking 
very foggy, and pushing himself into the Christmas procession, 
as we have seen an impudent scamp try to edge into the Lord 
Mayors Show. Ve preach philosophy! If we want to be 
thoughtful, is there not the 30th of January, with its double 
lesson — to kings against tyranny, and to peoples against murder 
—- seeing that the over-severity of punishment produced reaction 
—the king died, but the people had all the work to do over again 
in less than forty years? Or if we wish to be more thoughtful 
still — for truly loves are fiercer matter than wars — is there not 
the 14th of February, dedicated, says modern refinement, to 
Valentines, and only observed by Orsons ? Has March no day of 
mark, or is our Lady no lady, or St. Patrick no gentleman? Has 
April forgotten the Baker of Cappadocia, who has somehow got 
into the batch of saints, dragon and all? Has not May her great 
Derby pilgrimage, her national anniversary with Epsom Downs 
for her Champ de Mai? Has not “jolly June” his Waterloo day, 
when the aforesaid Baker made good “pulling” against Il Diavolo 
Napoleon, as Emperor Alexander called the Little Corporal ? We 
tell the presumptuous fellow, who has stolen the cloak of Mentor, 
that there are a hundred better days than he, and that the superb 
Malvolio could not reject the counsel of Maria with more con- 
tempt than we feel for him. 

The old year has glided gently, we repeat, into the new. We 
expect violent changes and contrasts in the political and social 
events of the coming months, no more than we looked for them 
in the face of nature, when January superseded December. But 
much has been done during the past twelvemonth, and where seed 
has been sown, we have a right to look for crops. And we have 
also a right to look hopefully, for nothing has been done, so far as 
our own country is concerned, hastily or unjustly, or without 
allowing everybody to be heard. The Ministry, which was in 
office a year ago, is destroyed. It was by no sudden shock, no 

desperate struggle of party that it fell, but by a calm and resolute 
self-immolation, ‘That Ministry had formed a plan for the ame- 
lioration of the lot of thousands; the plan was laid before the 
nation, and fierce and long-enduring was the strife over it. The 
Ministry stood by, knowing that the hour its plan was adopted, its 
existence was atan end. After months of deadly struggle, the 
sense and will of the country were supposed to be collected. The 
plan became law, and the Ministry fell. It is not here that we 
need notice the merits of the new law ; we are merely recording 
the fact that be they, or the results of the measure, what they 
may, it was presented, fought over, and passed as became English- 
men; and Ministers, crushed by their own offspring, asserted in 
their fall the honour of the national character, In the great poli- 
tical event of the past twelvemonth, none can sce disgrace, in its 
bearing upon the fortunes of the coming year —a majority secs 
hope, 

In other countries the incidents of the period in question have 
been less happy. Ireland began the year in apprehension, and 
ends it in starvation: if the police statistics be correct, and the 
masses be arming, there is even a darker future in store. There 
seems only a choice between allowing distress and disaffection to 
be demonstrated in rebellion, and instant interference by means 
of a Coercion Bill, which will inevitably produce resistance and 
bloodshed. 

The Continent presents a complication of difficulty, caused by a 
pertinacity in bad faith. Do the Powers feel that some great 
breaking up of systems is at hand, and like menials, when a death 
is expected in a house, steal and secrete in the hope of impunity 
amid confusion? On what other hypothesis can we account for 
the sudden shamelessness which has manifested itself among the 
kings? France, Russia, Prussia, Austria, have all received the 
taint, and (as certain Swiss mountaineers glory in their goitres) 
they rejoice in the contagion. The treaty of Utrecht, in which 
the real gain was, from the hour of its signature, on the side of 
France, has now been violated by her, and no casuistry can dis- 
pose of the fact. Austria, herself a breaker of treaties, judges 
France with the candour of one who knows her, and deliberately 
tells her, in reference to a second treaty, that of Vienna, that it is 
fear, and not conscience, that has hitherto prevented France from 
violating that compact, adding that, had she broken it, Austria 
woull not have blamed her. Of the sincerity of Austria in this 
declaration there can be no reasonable doubt, speaking, as she 
does, with her own counterpart of the treaty of Vienna torn in 
her hands. The mala fides of Russia, sought to be screened behind 
the pretence of fiscal regulations, is equally plain, and the utter 
absorption of Poland is no longer problematical, Prussia remain- 
ing content with the inferior gain, but equal guilt of accomplice- 
ship. Spain, whose humiliation had never been complete until 
now, is already beginning to reap the fruit of her demoralisation, 
but the harassing, yet paltry, intrigues in her government are but 
types of the troubles its faithless cowardice will inevitably bring 
upon the nation. Portugal, thanks to stockjobbery! is in the 
midst of a revolution and a civil war; and though such a revo- 
lution and such a war are ludicrously suggestive of a puddle in a 
storm, to the inhabitants of the puddle, one would think, the storm 
is more than sufliciently disagreeable. And all these difficulties 
require immediate adjustment to prevent their becoming some- 
thing worse than difficulties. Truly, the work of the Continent 
for 1847 seems cut out. Let us only hope that England may not 
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be called upon to explain her notions as to the mode in which it 
should be done. 

Over the Alps alone comes sunshine—may it last! The 
Church is doing the duty of the State, and legislating for the 
body as well as the soul. And if the energetic priest, who holds 
the keys of St. Peter with no feeble hand, be not deterred by in- 
fluences, which we are daily expecting to see exerted, from his 
good work, Pius may take rank above Wildebrand or Leo. We 
must be judged fairly. Those who do not know the Augean 
stable he is endeavouring to cleanse, cannot estimate his task by 
the details which the journalist furnishes, and those who do may 
think he is proceeding too slowly. But the jealous watch kept 
upon the Pope by Austria can be detected by noting his careful 
progress, as Le Verrier announced the existence of an unseen 
planet from observing the otherwise unaccountable course of its 
next neighbour. 

Asia, throughout her mighty length and breadth, offers but 
little for remark, and that little is of a distressing character — in- 
surrection in the east, cholera in the west, and war in the centre. 
Yet, as compared to her gigantic size, these are only local details, 
and in the case of Africa it seems even more frivolous to say that 
she is at war at her northern and southern extremities. Yet it is 
true that at the only portions of her continent where civilisation 
has attained a footing, her steps are in blood. In the north 
France is hunting the Arab, in the south England is shooting the 
Caffre. And what else can either do if colonisation be legiti- 
mate? The white man ог the dark man must fall — 

One, my dear friend, one, 
Whose is the corse to be?—Leigh Hunt. 

America enters the new year with a bankrupt war and a battle 
of factions ; the one has brought out much valour, the other 
much eloquence; and neither will result in advantage. But in 
spite of the one fatal want in her institutions, the absence of any 
leading idea or principle of government beyond mere expediency, 
there is enough of the old Saxon blood in America to see her 
through many a shattering storm; and we should be denying the 
faith, and proving ourselves worse than a good many infidels, if 
we did not rejoice in the prosperity of our kindred. And though 
she has still a sad propensity to steal books and blacks, we hope 
to see her ashamed of both practices by the time she really under- 
stands literature and liberty. 

And thus we have taken a look all round—not, be it again 
observed, out of complaint to the aforesaid date, which we con- 
sider asham, but because we are in the middle of the glorious 
Twelve Days, which conduct us as pleasantly, if not quite as 
quietly, as nature herself out of one year into another. These 
days are the bridge by which we pass over, Christmas morning 
being one pier, and Twelfth Night the other, and the Jour de 
l'An the dangerous toll-bar, where bright eyes sit watching, and 
white hands are held out for the receipt of custom, the currency 
being cards, gloves, bon-bons, and trinketry ; and where, contrary 
to the practice on metropolitan bridges, the more fun you poke at 
the toll-keepers, the merrier are the answers. We had thought 
of growing discursive, and of expatiating upon the minor proba- 
bilities of the new year, such as the breaking up of the Great 
Britain, the long-lost home of Mr. Wyatt's statue, and the wash- 
ing up the rest of the canvass in the National Gallery. We 
did think of prophesying how many score of inquiring young 
philosophers could blow away their hair or their heads with gun 
cotton, and how many enterprising managers would overdraw 
their bankers in attempting to vivify the carcase of the legitimate 
drama. We might have argued the cause, “ Lumley о. Beale,” 
with as much ardour as if we expected a great many opera-boxes 
from either plaintiff or defendant; and we really had prepared 
materials for a demolishing epigram upon the Eastern Counties 
Railway, But, all things considered, we have forborne these 
dissertations, agrecing with the excellent Rabelais, or rather with 
Friar John of the Funnels, that “ Many a man ought to be hanged 
for speaking too much, before one шап be knocked for speaking

I, the Right Hon. Thomas Grenville, do make, publish, and declare this as and 
for a further codicil to mv last will and testament. With the warmest continurd 
affection to the Duke of Buckingham, and to my family, I feel it incumbent upon 
me, оп f тег consideration, to cancel the bequest of my library and bookcases 
as contained in my will. A great part of my library has been purchased from the 
protits of a sine cure office given to пе by th» public, and I feel it to be a debt 
anda duty that I should acknowledge this ovligation by giving that library so 
acquired to the British Museum, for the use of the public 1 do, therefore, by 
this codicil, revoke the bequest contained in my will of my library to my great 
nephew Richard Duke of Buckingham and Chandos for life, with remainder to 
the senior male descendant of the head otmy family as ап heir-loom ; and I do 
hereby give and bequeath my library, such as it may be at the time of my death, 
to the trustees of the British Museum for the purposes thereof and benefit of the 
public, But I do not mean hereby to disturb the bequest made by my will tothe 
said duke of such of my letters and papers as my executors may on examination 
consider as worth being added to the Jarge manuscript collection at Stowe. In 
witness whereof 1 have hereunto set my hand this 28th day of October, 1842.

Ametionateo Corn Law дт Коме. — Ап edict was published the 
lst of December, signed by the secretary Cardingl Gizzi, іп refer- 
ence to the cereal commerce of the States of the church, to the pur- 
port that the limits of the price of grain established by the tariff of 
1823, shall be lowered at the rate of 2 scudi for every article, wheiher 
for exportation or importation, ‘Ihat the extraction of grain from 
the Mediterranean shores shall be free, and its importation forbidden 
till the price arrives at 12 scudi the rubbio (640lb. Italian), from 
which sum shall commence the ancient gradations and taxes, up to 
the value of 14 scudi, when shall be in force the prohibition against 
the exportation of indigenous grain, and the importation of foreign 
shall be free. Likewise that for the coa:t of the Adriatic the ex. 
portation shall be free, and the importation forbidden, till the price 
shall arrive at 10 scudi the rubbio, from which sum the ancient gra- 
dations and taxes shall come into force, up to the value of 12 scudi, 
when the exportation of corn is forbidden, and the importation is 
to be free. That for Turkish corn the exportation shall be free 
and the importation forbidden, till the price shall arrive at 7 scudi, 
50 bajocchi the rubbio; and arriving at the cost of 9 scudi 50 ba- 
jocchi, the exportation із prohibited, and the importation rendered 
free.

Hesse Номвокс. А letter from Homburg states that the Land- 
grave Gustavus Adolphus Frederick had published a rescript on the 
17th, announcing that he had assumed the reins of government, in 
the place of his late lamented brother, the late Landgrave of Hesses 
Homburg, and ordering public mourning for three months. 


OVERLAND MAIL. 
INDIA AND CHINA. 

The overland mail arrived in London on Monday last, by extraor- 
dinary express from Marseilles, bringing despatches in anticipation 
of the overland mail. which Jeft Bombay оп the 16th ult. The news 
from the kingdom of Lahore and the new kingdom of Jamoo repre- 
sent them as both propped up by the British troops. In Jamoo there 
are four armies, besides the troops of numerous mountain rajahs. 
The four armies are, first, that of Gholab Singh, who is struggling to 
obtain possession of his purchased sovereignty, composed, as it is, of 
the most discordant materials; second, the army (the strength of 
which is unknown) of the Sheik Emaum-ood- Deen, who, secure in 
the vale of Cashmere, refuses to submit to Gholab; third, the force 
under the Lahore general, Tej Singh, which has gone on the (to 
them) most repugnant mission of fighting for the traitor Gholab; 
and, fourth, the two British divisions commanded by Generals Littler 
and Wheeler, who are in possession of Jamoo, the capital, which 
they have undertaken to protect for Gholab, while he himself is en- 
gaged in the field. 

Lhe position of Gholab is critical. Не has no title to the sove- 
reignty of the Hazarah (or hill-country ), save that he bought it from 
the British, who were never in possession of it; and as he is looked 
upon as a traitor by the Sikhs, and as an infidel by the Mahomedans, 
he can have no hope, except through his money (the spoils of Run- 
jeet Singh’s treasury), and through the protection of the British. He 
is becoming daily more and more embarrassed, whilst Sheik Emaum- 
ood- Deen, whose resources appear not to be understood, has con- 
trived by various shifts to put ofl' the day of surrender, until the snow 
fell in November. The latest news from Sir John Littler'’s force, 
which was encamped at Bukreewallah Ghat, on one side of the 
Chenab, and Brigadier Wheeler on the other, is to the effect that 
they were all disappointed at the non-surrender of the Sheik, which 
ought to have been effected before the 30th, but had not taken place. 
The united Lahore and British forces were delayed several days by 
heavy rains, Lall Sing h, who is vizier at Lahore, lately succeeded 
in bringing to that capital the nazim of Moultan, from whom he 
succeeded in obtaining promissory notes to a large amount; he then 
bestowed various honours on the nazim, and gave him leave to go 
home, where it is probable he will speedily contrive some means of 
avoiding the payment of the notes. The presence of the British 
troops can alone preserve the kingdom of Lahore from breaking into 
Йе states, such as existed forty years ago, before old Runjeet, 
the Lion of Lahore, subjugated them. 

From Scinde there is no news of importance. Sir Charles Napier 
was at Kurrachee, where the climate was pleasant. Preparations 
are going forward for the removal of five native regiments from 
Scinde in the course of January or February next, uniess their pre- 
sence should be required by any disturbance without the frontiers, 
It will speak volumes for the system of Sir Charles Napier, if, after 
the settlement of the Punjaub, such a large force can be removed 
from Scinde without any disturbance being created there. Sir 
Charles presented colours on the 4th of November to the 1st Bom- 
bay Fusileers. His address was most effective. In the interior of 
India tranquility prevails. Тһе Nizam’s government is undergoing 
a favourable change. He has at length named as Dewan, or 
Minister, the native nobleman whom the British resident had pre- 
viously proposed, but to whom the Nizam had refused to grant 
powers. The new minister is Soorsj-ool Moolk, and is described as 
being possessed of great administrative qualities, 

The governor-general left the hills at the end of last month to pay 
a visit to the Jullunder Dooab. He has a splendid force in and 
about the Punjab, capable, if needs be, to put down the most formid- 
able cutbreak should any occur—though the unsettled state of 
Affghanistan affords little probability of any hostile demonstration 
from that quarter. ‘The safety of Lords Elphinstone and Arthur 
Hay, the Hon. Captain Hardinge, and other gentiemen who were 
supposed to have been seized and murdered by the Cashmerces, has 
been proved by ther return to Simla after an unmolested and inter- 
esting tour among the hills and valleys of that beautiful region, 

Arrcuanistan. — The latest news from Сабоо! is to the 24th 
August, but of no great moment. ‘The country seems in а most 
miserable condition, with, as the “ Delhi Gazeite's” correspondent 
says, “an impotent ruler, a cruel wuzeer, a starving army, and mer- 
chants ruined by the plunder of their kafilas.” The marriage of 
Akhbar Кһап with the daughter of Yar Mahomed of Herat, had 
been celebrated with as much pomp and festivity as the pour court of 
Caboo! could compass. But the bridegroom was afflicted with sore 
eyes, which made him more than usually irritable, and the fruits of 
certain evil deeds of his were now springing forth in the Shape of an 
insurrection among the Ghilzies; and thus, partly from bodily suf- 
fering, and partly from the mental pain arising from his father’s 
reproaches, and the maledictions of the people, the time must have 
been one of anything but pleasure or happiness to Akhbar Khan. 

Тһе governor-general has lately published extracts from a despatch 
of the court of directors, authorising the erection of a column in Fort 
William, in commemoration of the late victories, and in honour of 
those who feil during the campaign. ‘The ріШаг is to be encased, 
and otherwise ornamented, with metal of the captured and surren- 
dered Sikh guns. 

From China the news is interesting. A conflict had taken place 
between the Chinese and Portuguese at Macao, in relation to fiscal 
and general regulations, in the course of which several of the Chinese 
“fast-boats” had been burned and sunk. Order had been restored 
in consequence of the firmness of the Portuguese governor, ‘The 
Chinese have always looked upon the Portuguese as tenants.at-will, 
and denied their right to exercise authority over the sons of Ham, 
resident within the settlement, who own subjection only to their 
Mandarins. Тһе attempt to saddle them with taxes for the support 
of the Portuguese government, was firmly resisted, many of the 
traders preferring to remove their goods and leave their shops empty 
to paying the income-tax. The same passive resistance has not cha- 
racterised others of their countrymen — the owners of the fast pas- 
sage-boats employed on the river. T'he sum ofa dollar a month was 
proposed to be raised from each of those running to and from Macao, 
the umount to be applied to keeping their wharf in repair. Along 
with this, a system of registration was to be introduced, in order to 
have some check on the lawless fellows who occasionally join them- 
selves with the boatmen. Senhor Joao Maria lerreira do Amaral, 
upon the first refusal to obey his order, seized two fast-boats, and 
made prisoners of the men оп board, Upon this the boatmen set 
about collecting and organising a large mob of their countrymen, 
who landed in the inner harbour, and commenced a violent attack, 
opening a fire upon the Portuguese from а four-pounder they had 
brought with them. ‘The governor thereupon ordered out the troops, 
who speedily dispersed the assailants, killing ten or twelve of them, 
and destroying all their fast-boats, of which ten were burned and 
eight sunk. ‘Ihe Chinese then resorted to a favourite manœuvre of 
theirs, to close their shops in the bazaar, 10 Starve out the enemy. 
But the determination of the governor speedily overcame this difli- 
culty, for he announced that if by a given time the bazaar was not 
opened and furnished with supplies, he would fire upon and destroy 
it. ‘This had the desired effect, and all was again quiet. — ) 

Svez.—His Royal Highness Prince Albeit of Prussia arrived іп 
Cairo this week, on his way to Thebes and the Cataracts, A few 
days previous the celebrated authoress Miss Martineau arrived in that 
city also, bound to Upper Egypt with a party of friends. There 
were also very many English travellers at Cairo, going the same 
journey, so that the antiquities of this Interesting country seem to 
be gaining importance as they become more talked of in England by 
travellers who have seen them. А large body of trocps proceed to 
the Desert to repair and improve the roads from Cairo to Suez. 
Many sandy positions in the road will be macadamized, and the 
undulations now so generally complained of will be rendered more 
even and pleasant to future travellers.

Square. A great number of additional hands have been employed, 
and it is in contemplation to make a further addition to the number 
without delay, in order that the intended alterations and improve- 
ments may be as speedily completed as possible. - When these are 
finished the station at Euston Square will present an appearance 
very different from what it now does. A very great addition has 
been made both to the length and breadth. The royal entrance, 
which is to be at the western end of the station, until recently occu- 
pied by old houses, which have been entirely removed, will have a 
very tasteful and unique appearance, and will considerably add to 
the interest of the neighbourhood. ‘The whole will be completed, it 
is thought, in about three or four months. It is supposed that the 
expense incurred by this enlargement of the Euston Square station 
will not be short of 40,0007. to 50,0004. х 

Нелілн оғ tHe Меткорогаѕ. — The number of deaths registered 
in the London districts, comprehending a population of upwards of 
two millions, was, during the week ending Saturday, Dec. 26, 1268, 
being males 612, females 656. ‘This total is the highest that has been 
reached this season, and shows a continued rise in the amount of 
mortality, a fact owing, doubtless, to the continued severity of the 
weather; the number is upwards of 25 per cent. above the average 
(1000) of the last five autumns, and nearly 30 per cent. above the 
average of the last five years. The Increase is chiefly in diseases of 
the lungs, and the other organs of respiration. ‘The number of births 
in the same period was 1199, or males 582, females 610. Meteorolo- 
gical means for the week: barometer 99:194; thermometer, highest 
34:3, lowest 27°3, mean 36°3; wind, first three days, S.W., and the 
remainder of the week N.; sum of rain 0:53.

WaxerieLp.—Heatta or Towns.—An able paper on this sub- 
ject, by Dr. Crowther, was read at the Mechanics’ nstitute, Wake. 
field, on Monday. Тһе writer dwelt largely upon the nauseous 
effluvia arising from cesspools, slaughter-houses, and the like, a 
nuisance which unhappily existed in nearly all the large towns, and 
which was well-known to be highly prejudicial to public health. 
Dirty, narrow, and ill-paved streets were alike injurious, and the 
vast volumes of smoke constantly pouring from our tactory chimneys 
and steam-engines, were also productive of disease. Тһе writer 
directed especial attention to the dwellings of the labouring classes. 
Overcrowding was an evil, and unless cleanliness were observed in 
private dwellings, no matter how the public} streets were cleansed, 
disease would continue to be fostered. When the Asiatic cholera 
visited our shores іп 1832, the inhabitants of Wakefield “ white- 
washed and cleansed largely,” in hopes of avoiding contagion, and 
the effect was this, fever was less prevalent in the town for two years 
afterwards, Proper ventilation was also necessary in every human 
habitation, and the writer affirmed that in England and Wales, 5000 
deaths occurred annually for want of it. 

LEEDS.—COMMITTAL or л Currorovist. — А person representing 
himself as Dr. J. Wolff, a chiropodist, pupil of the celebrated 
Е. К. La Granche, patronised by the King of the Belgians, and dis- 
playing certificates from several physicians in Derby, Nottingham, 
and birmingham, was lately committed to Beccles Gaol, Suffolk, 
charged with obtaining money under false pretences. It would ap- 
pear his plan was to open each corn, and to pretend to take from it 
small horny substances, which he described as being thrown out from 
the bone, From one patient he pretended to extract, in about an 
hour, from only four apparent corns, no Jess than 25 of these small 
substances, which he called corns, for which he made а charge of 
6l. 5s., and received 6. He was equally successful in other cases, 
Dr, Wake, a medical practitioner, in Beccles, and a borough ma- 
gistrate, having conceived a suspicion of imposture, watched his pro- 
ceedings narrowly, and soon became convinced that the small horny 
substances he exhibited were never taken from the human subject, 
but that by dexterous management, Dr. Wolff, while pretending to 
extract corns, only produced those he had brought ready prepared 
with him, which it was surmised he had manufactured out of the 
parings of horses’ hoofs.

notes, answering the description of those stolen. He was brought u 
before the magistrates at Leeds, pro отта, for the purpose of being 
remanded till witness could arrive from London, It was stated that 
on Tuesday no fewer than seven 104 notes, which the prisoner had 
changed with various tradesmen, had been traced. 

Norrincuam.—An extraordinary case of suicide took place in the 
Lunatic Asylum, Nottingham, a week ago, and an inquest was forth- 
with held upon the body; but, for private reasons, the parties con- 
nected with the deceased took steps which prevented the circumstance 
being made known to the public till a few days had elapsed. The 
subject of this melancholy act was Mr. Matthew Doubleday, brother 
of Mr. Samuel Doubleday, of Nottingham, conveyancer; and it 
appears that the deceased had been a candidate for a scholarship at 
Caius College, Cambridge. On the 19th ult., the deceased made an 
attempt on his life by cutting his throat, when his medical attendants 
advised that he should be removed to the asylum. This was done on 
the night of Monday week, strict orders having been given to the 
man in charge of him not to leave the room an instant. In violation 
of these orders, the keeper left the patient in bed whilst he went to 
gct some tea, and on his return he found the deceased sitting outside 
the bed perfectly naked, with his shirt-sleeve tightly twisted round 
his neck. He was then dead and cold. The jury returned the fol- 
lowing verdict : — “ That deceased strangled himself, he being at the 
time lunatic and distracted in mind.” 

JHELGRovE.—Ixcenptary Етке. _ Веімееп the hours of опе and 
two o’ciock on Sunday, a fire, which threatened very disastrous con- 
sequences, broke out in a farmyard belonging to Captain Pilkington, 
at Chelgrove, Sussex. The flames were extinguished in less than an 
hour, a barn and a large stack of straw having been destroyed. A 
large quantity of corn in the granary, and the live stock, were saved 
by the prompt and energetic exertions of the labourers on the farm 
and others, who flocked from the neighbourhood. There can be 
little or no doubt but that the fire was the work of an incendiary, 
though it is difficult to account for the motive which prompted the 
diabolical deed. 

IsLanp оғ Porttann.—On Saturday last, as a preventive man, of 
the name of Hancock, stationed in the island, who had just returned

An inquest was held on the body on 
londay, before J. Wallis, Esq., county coroner, when the jury те- 
turned their verdict, Accidental death.” We hear that a subscrip- 
tion has been begun, and liberally seconded, on behalf of the dis- 
tressed widow and family. 

PortsmoutH.—The court-martial on Commander E. Patten as- 
sembled on board the Hag-ship the St. Vincent on Monday. Some 
of the members ordered to assemble did not take their seats. Com- 
mander Patten retained no counsel. He stood charged with the loss 
of her Majesty’s brig Озогеу, іп Hokianga Bay, New Zealand, on 
the 11th March. Reporters were present, but having acceeded to a 
request of the court, we do not publish the evidence. ‘The case for 
the prosecution was finished at three o'clock, when the prisoner de- 
livered his defence, soon after which the decision was announced, 
that the court honourably acquitted Commander Patten, and that he, 
Commander Patten, was entitled to great praise for having saved the 
lives of the crew, 

Mitverron. — Faral АсстрЕхт wira Fire Arus, — We regret 
to record an accident of a most appalling nature, which occurred at 
Milverton on Friday last. A man named Cross had been on a 
shooting excursion, and on returning home placed his gun, which 
was loaded with a full charge, close to the clock. One of his sons, a 
mere youth, as soon as his father's back was turned, took up the gun, 
and pointing it at his mother pulled the trigger, when the gun went 
off, and the whole contents were lodged in the forehead of the unfor- 
tunate woman's head, who immediately fell down dead. The unfor- 
tunate woman has left a large family to deplore her untimely end. 

Berwick. — The walls of this ancient borough have long exhibited 
symptoms of decay, and unless they are substantially repaired must 
soon crumble to pieces. The late frost has had a severe effect upon 
them in one place, near the Ness Gate, a large portion having given 
way between Saturday night and Sunday morning. It would be a 
pity that these fine relics of the olden times should be allowed to fall 
into ruins merely to save a few pounds. 

Srontanrous Сомвиѕпох 1х Wootwicn Dockyanrn, — Between 
seven and eight on the evening of Christmas Day, one of the police 
constables on duty in the dockyard, when near the great chimney of 
the foundry, thought he perceived a spark ascend from a place where 
about 300 tons of coals were stored for the use of the foundry and 
boiler-makers’ department. On proceeding to the spot he discovered 
that a large quantity of the coals were in a state of combustion, and 
from the quantity converted into coke it was evident ‘they had been 
burning fur some time. An immediate alarm was given, and the 
crews ОҒ the vessels in the basin and harbour were brought on 
shore to assist in quenching the burning coals, It is not known by 
what means the combustion began, but it was evident that it must 
have been spontaneous.

Srorrace оғ DISTILLERIES AND BREWERIES ІМ IntLanp, — A 
meeting of the inhabitants of Belfast was held in the town hall 
on Thursday, to consider the propriety of memorialising Government 
to suspend the use of grain in distilleries and breweries while the 
existing scarcity of food continues in the countr , when the follow- 
ing resolutions were agreed to:—“ That the present high price of 
provisions, and the amount of distress prevailing in this country, 
require every attention to the economising of food, and that for this 
purpose measures of an extreme nature should be adopted.” “That 
with this view the meeting is of орон that all distillation from 
grain in these kingdoms should be forthwith suspended.” “ That it 
isthe opinion cf this meeting that brewing from grain in these king- 
doms should also forthwith be suspended.” It was then agreed that 
а memorial should be presented to the lord lieutenant, and a depu- 
tation appointed to wait on the Irish government, and urge the пе- 
cessity of the immediate adoption of the measure. 

Ах Oasis.—As a contrast to the almost universal gloom, the 
“ Derry Journal” mentions а striking example of well-directed and 
successful energy. ‘The beautiful glen of Dunloughey, adjoining 
the estate of Lord George Hill at Gwedore, is as much distinguished 
by the comfort and industry of its inhabitants as it is by the beauty 
of its scenery and its delightfully romantic position, Мг.

Drury Lane.—This theatre was crowded to excess on Saturda 
night with holiday people, anxious to catch the first glimpse of the 
pantomime which Mr. Bunn provides for the delectation of the me- 
tropolis at this merry season of the year. The pantomime is founded 
on the adventures of St. George and the Dragon, introduced by a short 
preface, wherein а certain enchantress named Kalyba receives visits 
from the four elements, and accepts with great glee the report of the 
mischief they have recently been doing in the world ; but suddenly 
appears as the incarnation of the March of Intellect, giving practical 
proofs of his ingenuity, by showing, through the opening rockwork, 
configurations of the triumphs of steam and engineering. The 
harlequinade is shorter than such lively exercises ordinarily are, and 
this we do not take to be a disadvantage. The incidents are multi- 
farious, and not particularly new. A corn chandler’s shop, kept by 
one Cobden, is turned into а hall of plenty, glowing with golden 
‘wheat sheaves; and this the artisans in the gallery, ever alive to such 
freaks of the political imagination, applaud highly. The best stroke 
of drollery is the shot that the Clown takes with gun-cotton at the 
effigy of a cat seated in the window of one of the numerous shop- 
fronts, which brings down a shower of dead tortoiseshells, whose 
bodies completely cover the stage. Allusion is also made to the 
Spanish marriages, with juvenile personations of the Duke of Mont- 
pensier and his bride. Children indeed are brought in upon all oc- 
casions; we have them in a trick called “ Families furnished ;” in 
another as Queen Elizabeth and Leicester sipping coffee; іп a third 
аз a pair of naked boxers sparring in a ring; ina fourth as the 
Ethiopean Serenaders: and again in a toy shop, wherein a little 
fellow personates the Duke of Wellington, and is dragged by a myriad 
of toy-horses to the arch at Hyde Park-corner, where there is а re- 
presentation of the lifting of{the statue and a grand tableau inthonour 
of the “hero of a hundred fights”—with which incident the panto- 
mime concludes. 

Haymarxer.— According to custom, Christmas takes Mr. Planché 
to the Countess D’Anois’s fairy tales, and this winter he has been 
even more fortunate than usual. The elegant young gentleman 
whom the Countess calls Le Prince Lutin, and who іп English ver- 
sions is indifferently called the ‘ Elfin,” “ Invisible,’ Hobgoblin 
Prince,” is the hero of the new piece produced on Saturday. The 
story of the Prince Lutin is one of the numerous class in which kind- 
ness to the inferior animals is held up as a virtue. The prince find- 
ing an adder twisted round his leg, but observing in its eyes some- 
thing of an air of supplication, he not only spares it, but rears it ten- 
derly. After an interval the adder vanishes, and іп its place appears | 
a fairy, who endows the humane prince with a cap which will trans- | 

ort him wherever he pleases, and also render him invisible. He | 
[кезге becomes possessed of three magic roses, the most important | 
of which allows an unlimited sum of money to be shaken from its | 
leaves. Armed with these treasures, our hero, after several minor 
adventures, comes to a wood, in which he finds four ruffians endea- 
vouring to carry off a young damsel; he rescues her from their 
clutches, and learns from her that she is an attendant оп a princess, 
who is kept by her mother (a fairy) in the “ Island of Tranquil De- | 
lights.” Into this island no man has ever been allowed to enter; | 
and even іп the paintings which adorn the palace the figures are ех- | 
clusively female; for the fairy, having been deceived by the father of | 
the princess, views the whole sex with aversion. Here is a grand 
field for the prince to try his powers. То show himself to the prin- 
cess he assumes the form of an Apollo’; and standing on a pedestal in 
a grotto, sings to her, with an accompaniment on the lyre. Ап in- 
vasion of the island by an evil prince, named Furibond, enables 
Leander to render the princess an important service. Disguising 
himself as an Amazon, the only class of military allowed in the 
jsland, he goes to the invader, and offering to pay any sum he may 
name if he will desist from his purpose, shakes from his rose the spe- 
cified amount, which is, of course, ridiculously large. At the end of 
the story, Leander, who has a sort of title to the throne of Furibond, 
is made king in his place, and after a little opposition from her 
mother marries the princess. The “ getting-up” of the piece is ex- 
cellent, the costumes being particularly novel and striking. Indeed,

Several of the 
scenes are got up with much taste, and with great attention to artis- 
tical effect, while the brilliancy of others, and the skilful combina- 
tions of colours which are produced, yield the liveliest pleasure to 
the on-lookers. In particular, the scenes described as “the Regions 
of Pearl,” “ the Ruby Chariot of the Wave,” and the concluding one, 
entitled “ Realms of Love,” with the “ wondrous revolving stars,” are 
of the most gorgeous description. These are followed by a repre- 
sentation of the removal of the Wellington statue to its present site 
on the arch; the statue, a good likeness of the original, drawn by 
“ real dray horses,” and attended by mounted life guardsmen, gre- 
nadiers, Е &е.

Harlequin and a Happy New Year, or the White Cat and the King and 
his Three Sons. One Prince Formoso, accompanied by his squire,

For- 
moso, under the direction of a good genius, resorts to the apparently 
cruel expedient of severing the White Cat's head and tail, and thus 
delivers the princess from fairy influence. The princess becomes 
enamoured of Formoso, and he consequently incurs the hostility of 
King Log, whose son, Prince Pettito, is asuitor for the hand of 
the fair lady. Here The Happy New Year appears, and the 
pantomimic business commences. T'he first four or five scenes afte 
the transformation passed off very briskly ; the tricks and changes о 
scenery were well executed; and the pantomimic business, thoug 
differing very slightly from that which has been witnessed in ever 
pantomime for the last quarter of a century, was managed with so 
much dexterity, that it kept the audience in good humour. We must 
not omit to add, that the scenery was far superior to that usually 
produced at the “minor” houses, and reflected very great credit on 
the artists. ‘The mechanical arrangements were also very complete,

New Zrarann,—Yesterday the “ Times” published а communi- 
cation containing intelligence from Wellington, which is important. 
The letter referred to bears the date of “ Wellington, July 25,” and 
states that on the 20th of that month Governor Grey had proceeded 
on board the Driver to Waikanac and Otahi; had intercepted an 
emissary of Rauperaha carrying a letter to Rangihaeata, stating that 
he ( Rauperaha) had arms and ammunition for him ; and had caused 
Rauperaha (with Charley, and three other New Zealanders) to be 
arrested at the pah of the old chief, carried on board the Driver, and 
laid in irons. The reason why we entertain doubts of the truth of this 
news is, that in a letter dated 4th August, received from Wellington, 
vid Valparaiso, on the 9th inst. (of which an extract is published in 
the “ Daily News” of the 10th), no mention is made of this event, 
although the writer mentions Governor Grey’s operations against the 
strongholds of the disaffected chiefs, The party who communicates 
to the “ Times” the letter purporting to be written at Wellington on 
the 25th of July, does not state by what conveyance it was received. 
Тһе letter itself has not the appearance of having been written Бу а 
party well acquainted with the topography of the country adjoining 
Cook’s Straits, for it describes the pah of the Chief Heu-Heu, at 
Taupa, as “between Wanganui апа Taranahi.” Тһе intelligence 
may be true, and it is most desirable that it should, but we must sus- 
pend our belief till we hear further. lt is not long since а corre- 
spondent of the “ Times,” professing to write from Auckland, repre- 
sented a vessel as “ оп the slip” there, which, two days before, had 
been announced in the Auckland newspapers as lying a wreck at 
Kaipara, on the other side of the island. 
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FOREIGN. 

Francr.—The “ Presse” is highly indignant with the English, and 
with Lord Palmerston in particular, because the Count de Monte- 
molin has not been treated in England after the fashion in which he 
was treated in France. Surely the personal experience of the King 
of the French ought to have taught him that, whatever may be the 
custom of his own countrymen, the English, at all events, show de- 
ference and respect to the misfortunes of fallen Princes, and are more 
punctilious in according to them a reception due to their rank when 
they are under а cloud, than they are when they visit the shores of 
England as sovereigns de facto. 

The Paris journals of Sunday are extremely destitute of interest. 
The Prince de Joinville left Paris, on Christmas-day for Cherbourg, 
in order to witness some experiments in the steam and sailing frigate 
the Ротопе, А royal ordinance is published in the © Moniteur,” 
whereby the “bureau” of Eu is opened for the importation and ex- 
portation of grain and flour. The Prefect of the Seine delivered his 
annual speech on Saturday, on the re-election of the Chamber of 
Commerce of Paris, when he stated that according to the census just 
obtained, the population of the capital, which was 935,261 in 1841, 
now amounted to J,053,907. 

On the 19th inst. the Court Royal of Paris confirmed the separa- 
tion of property between the Duke and Duchess of Valencay. ‘The 
Duke de Valencay, son of the Duchess de Dino, and grand-nephew 
of the late Prince de Talleyrand, was left by him the estates of Va- 
lencay, which is reckoned worth 6,000,000 francs. ‘The Duchess de 
Valencay inherited, on the death of her father and mother, the Duke 
aud Duchess de Montmorency, property to the amount of 3,000,000 

rancs. 

The “ Moniteur ” has published an account of the imports of the 
first eleven months of the year. The articles cleared at the custom- 
house have given a sum of 141,643,385 francs, being an increase of 
139,311,736 francs on the corresponding period of the year before. 

Austria.—The following fact, extracted from a letter dated fron- 
tiers of Galicia, the 11th of Dec., will afford an idea of the frightful 
anarchy existing in that province :— 


“ Іп the neighbourhood of Tarnow,” say the writer, “ resides an elderly lady, 
who, although belonging to one of the first families in the country, is so beloved 
by the peasantry, that she continued to reside on her estates during the recent 
massacres. The population living оп the lands amount: to about 1000 inha- 
bitants, ony one of whom joined the bands which carried murder and devasta- 
tion through the province, Having lately returned to his home, this wretch was 
enjoying quietly the fruit of his rapine, when, in the beginning of this month, a 
party of seven of his companions in crime, entered his dwelling and demanded 
the money тоу knew him to be possessed оѓ, On his refusal to acquiesce, they 
threatened to hang him, and were actually preparing to carry their threat into 
execution, when perceiving they were serious, he determined on disclosing to 
them the place where he had concealed his treasure. Once in possession of it, 
those miscreants deliberated among themselves, and one of them having sug- 
gested that he would discover on them if they did not put him out of the way, 
they concurred in the suggestion, aud hung the man. Fortunately, however, а 
young boy heard from an adjoining room what was going on, and having pro- 
ceeded in all haste to the village, he gave the alarm. In an instant, ten armed 
peasants sallied out, and, placing themselves in ambuscade, waited until the 
arrival of a reinforcement, when they surrounded and forcibly entered the house. 
They began by cutting down the man, who was hanging, in whom the spark of 
life was not yet extinct, and seized six of the banditti, one of them having 
effected his escape during the affray. ‘Che peasants then formed a species of 
tribunal, by which the culprits were judged and condemned to death. The 
віх men were suspended from the nearest trees, and their executioners having 
kept guard upon them until life had departed, placed the six corpses in a cart, 
and sent them to the authorities of Tarnow. 


АоѕтатА, — A letter from Vienna, of the 15th, says — “We аге 
here in considerable anxiety. , A financial crisis exists, and failures 
menace us on all sides. During the last few days matters have 
assumed an alarming appearance, and ull the extent of the untoward 
results proceeding from the limitation of credit by the National 
Bank is beginning to be perceived, Every day merchants of the 
second rank are suspending payments both here and in the provinces. 
Since 1840, nothing like the present state of things has been seen. 
T'he Bourse, which appears quite paralysed, is but little frequented.” 

Prossia.—The “Journal des Débats” publishes the following 
letter, dated Breslau (Prussian Silesia), the 16th of Dec, :— 

On Saturday last the Prince Archbishop of Breslau, M. de Diepenbrock, 
visited the convent of the Brothers of Mercy, in our city, whose principal occu- 
pation consists in attending to the sick in the vast hospital attached to their es- 
tablishment. The prelate found that the monks, far from attending to the 
severe regulations of their order, lived at their ease in a truly mundane fashion. 
Being perfectly indignant at such a violation of monastic rule, the archbishop 
addressed a severe admonition to the friars, and summoned them to adhere in 
future strictly to the statutes of their order. Тһе prelate ordered all the objects 
of comfort and luxury which were in the convent, such as sofas, couches, carpets, 
curtains, dressing-gowns, furs, slippers, &c., to be forthwith sold by auction for 
account of the funds of the convent. The same day M de Diepenbrock ap- 
pointed his chaplain inspector of the monastery, and enjoined him to watch that 
the rules of the order should be strictly observed. In consequence of these mea- 
sures several of the monks have quitted the convent and have rented lodgings in 
the town, and the principal physician of the hospital of the convent has tendered 
his resignation. 

Iraty. — Letters from Bologna of the 15th instant mention that 
the rejoicings which had taken place throughout Italy, in comme- 
moration of the secular anniversary of the expulsion of the Austrians 
from Genoa, had produced everywhere the most lively impression. 
The demonstrations, it appears, were far more significant in Ro- 
magna than in any of the other states. At Ravenna the people and 
the young men, bearing three coloured banners, with the Pope’s 
arms, traversed the streets, crying, “ Death to the Austrians.” Mon- 
signor Buffondi, the prolegate, caused several persons to be arrested, 
who were confined but a short time. At Modena, similar demon- 
strations were made; and the Austrians, alarmed by all these symp- 
toms of disaffection, had considerably reinforced the garrisons of the 
citadels of Ferrara and Comachio. Two batteries of artillery had 
lately arrived from Mantua at Ferrara, and several companies of 
German soldiers were met crossing the wood of Argenta, on their 
way to the fortress of Comachio. This last circumstance had given 
rise to the report that the Austrians had occupied Argenta. 

Letters from Rome of the 12th inst. mention that the inundation 
caused by the overflow of the Tiber had occasioned considerable 
damage. One half of the city was under water. In the Corso, it 
was five feet deep. The Ghetto, or Israclite quarter, had particu- 
larly suffered. The extent of the disasters, however, was not yet 
known. ‘The Pope had appointed a committee, compo:ed of persons 
of every profession, to minister relief’ to the unhappy victims, and 
had himself subscribed 8000 florins out of his own private purse. 

Ponrtuaat. — Ву Н.М. steamer Scourge, which arrived at Ports- 
mouth on Sunday, we have accounts from Lisbon to the 17th inst. 
No movements of any consequence had taken place on either side, 
though Das Antas, who was still at Santarem, had gained some 
slight advantages with his guerillas; he had, moreover, detached 


Bomfin and Mouzinho to the north. Saldanha remained perfectly 
inactive at Cartaxo, where Colonel Wylde visited his head quarters 
оп the 14th. General Schwalbach had taken possession of St. Ubes, 
which, however, was previously evacuated. othing of any import- 
ance had occurred at Oporto up to the 17th inst. 

A letter dated Lisbon, Dec. 17., reports that the Scourge returned 
from Oporto the day before, bringing despatches from that place. 
There had been some firing in the suburbs of that city, but nothing 
of any importance had taken place. The detachments from Sal- 
danha’s force, under Lapa and Freire, had returned to Cartaxo, 
where the whole of the marshal’s army was concentrated. Various 
rumours have prevailed in Lisbon during the last two or three days 
respecting the movements of the troops on both sides, but they have 
all proved to be false. Das Antas still remains at Santarem, and 
Bomfin and Monzinho, having succeeded in the object which they 
had in view, are now on the march to the north. Colonel Wylde 
returned from Saldanha’s head-quarters on the 16th. Тһе Lisbon 
municipal cavalry, which were attached to Lapa’s force, returned on 
the 15th to Lisbon, in very bad condition, their horses completely 
knocked up by the short campaign which they had undergone. 

Seatn. — Accounts from Madrid, of the 17th of December, state 
the ministerial crisis still continued, and various rumours were in 
circulation respecting its probable issue. It appears that after the 
cabinet council held on the previous day, all the ministers tendered 
their resignation. The Queen, however, declined to accept it, and 
insisted on their continuing in office until the meeting of the Cortes. 
The president of the cabinet vainly reiterated his determination to 
resign. Her Majesty was inexorable; and it was the general opinion 
that the present ministry would open the Cortes. ‘The “ Espanol” 
states, that of the 302 elections known, 182 were favourable to the 
government, 37 belonged to the Conservative opposition, 52 to the 
Progresista party, and 5 to the Absolutists. 

AmMerica.—Monctova Амр CHIHUAHUA TAKEN, — On the 26th 
October, General Wool’s column, almost 2600 strong, being within 
four days march of Monclova, was waited upon by the Mexican 
governor, Lopez, with an escort, who solemnly protested against the 
forces of the United States entering the town of Monclova, and con- 
tended that the course of Gen. Wool was in violation of the armis- 
tice agreed upon at Monterey. General Wool was not moved by 
the protest or by the naming of the armistice, but assured the go- 
vernor he would enter the city and take possession of it. This he 
did оп the 30th of October, General Wool had heard unofficially of 
the capture of Chihuahua by Colonel Kearney, and the general had 
consequently determined to remain in Monclova until further orders 
were received. ‘The troops of Сеп. Моо!” column are in excellent 
health. At Monterey there was some sickness, Gen. Taylor and 
staff, accompanied by Gen. Worth and his brigade, started on the 
morning of the 15th from Monterey, to make a reconnoissance, with 
a view of taking Saltillo, which is no doubt, ere this, in our posses- 
sion. Сеп. Patterson had left Camargo, with about 2000 men, en 
route for Tampico. 

The information from San Luis Potosi is, that it is admirably for- 
tified, an abundance of ordnance and ammunition. Santa Anna is 
there, with а force of 16,000 men, which will be increased to 30,000. 
It is the opinion of the best informed officers that at this place there 
will be a desperate and bloody conflict. ‘The loss of our troops by 
sickness on the Rio Grande, since the opening of the campaign, is 
estimated at 1500, It is believed that more of our brave men have 
died from disease than were killed of the enemy in the three battles. 
Ampudia is reported to be confined in prison at Nadagara, because of 
his capitulation at Monterey. The steamships Neptune and Sea 
had started from Brazos with seven companies of the 2d regiment 
U.S, Artillery, and cannon and ammunition for Tampico. Неге. 
after a point high up the river above Tampico is to be the base of the 
army operations, General Butler is still suffering severely from the 
wound received at Monterey. Major Graham and Mr. McLean, 
passengers in the McKim, were entrusted with dispatches from Gen. 
Taylor to the Secretary of War. Col. Gates has been appointed 
commander or governor of Tampico. ‘The country around Mon- 
clova is painted in glowing colours, and the climate delightful. 

Тһе packet-ship Baltimore, arrived at Havre, brought accounts 
from New York to the 4th inst. Mr. M‘Duflie has been obliged by 
the state of his health to resign his seat іп the senate. The great en- 
tertainment to Mr. Webster had come off at Philadelphia. In his 
speech he passed in review the acts and omissions of the Polk admi- 
nistration, the conclusion of the Oregon treaty, the annexation of 
Texas, the adoption of the new tariff, and the war with Msxico, with 
much severity. He was received with immense applause, and it 
would seem that, both in Philadelphia and elsewhere, the prospects 
of the Whigs were good. 

Greece. — Greek papers, including the “ Courrier d'Athenes ” 
and the * Moniteur Grec,” to the 10th inst., have been received. 
Brigandage continues as rife as ever. In the village of Drumio, іп 
the province of Corinthia, the steward of the Senator Vlassi and his 
servant were assassinated on the 29th November, and the house 
robbed of about 3000 drachmas, A letter from Missolonghi an- 
nounces that а band of thirty-six malefactors had completely pillaged 
the little village of Vato, near Varnaka, after having killed two in- 
dividuals, and wounded two others. In a letter from Lamia, it is 
stated that a brigadier of gendarmie, a gendarme, and three soldiers 
of militia, entered the village of Daitza, at midnight, on the night of 
the 26th November, and, after having secured the mayor, entered 
the cottages of two persons named Apostoli Galalopoulo and Christo 
Tigana. They first beat and tortured the women, and then brutally 
proceeded to the last violence, When they had left the house it was 
discovered that many articles in silver had been stolen. 

The Minister Coletti was in course of recovery from his serious 
indisposition. М. Rodenbach, Chargé d'Affaires of Belgium, and 
who had only recently arrived in Greece, died at Athens on the 5th 
inst. of an attack of apoplexy. 

Tue Imaum or Muscat. — It may not be generally known that 
the Imaum of Muscat has recently taken stringent measures with 
the view of preventing the unauthorised use of his Highness’s flag 
by vessels trading to the Indian ports. Under the treaty existing 
with the Imaum for the suppression of the slave trade, ships sailing 
under his flag have hitherto been admitted to the same privileges 
as British vessels; and it is believed that a desire to obtain these 
advantages has led, at various times to а good deal of trickery, by 
which the Honourable Company must, we fancy, have been not a 
little out of pocket. То preclude any recurrence of imposition, it 
has now been ordered that all vessels sailing under the flag of the 
Imaum shall henceforth be provided with registers, or passes, bearing 
the signature of Captain Hamerton, the British Consul and East 
India Company’s Agent іп his Highness’s dominions. The 
Custom House authorities in Bombay have been directed to seize 
and detain all vessels guilty of a breach of this regulation; and 
already we hear of the seizure of no fewer than five buggalows, 
which hitherto, in virtue of the flag they bore, have paid single duty 
only on the goods imported апа exvorted by them. We presume 
these vessels Jeft the ports of the Imaum subsequent to the pro- 
mulgation there of the new rule regarding registers; and, if so, the 
fate they have met with is well merited, Itis high time to protect 
the revenue against frauds of this kind, which we presume have 
been carried on for a considerable period to the material benefit of 
the perpetrators.

Temrora Mutantur!—Now that some of the papers are an- 
nouncing “ despatches by electric telegraph,” it is curious to recall 
the following circumstance which occurred only forty-five years ago: 
—The preliminaries of the peace afterwards ratified at Amiens were 
signed at Downing Street by Lord Hawkesbury and М, Otto on 
‘Thursday the 1st of October, 1801, and though the circumstance 
was known in Devizes on the following day, it was not credited in 
Salisbury till Saturday morning. Тһе intelligence first arrived at 
that city by a waggon from Devizes; Carpenter, the Devizes carrier, 
announcing to the citizens on Friday, that as he was quitting De- 
vizes in the morning the bells were ringing, and preparations in pro- 
gress to celebrate the auspicious event, which had been communi- 
cated by express from Мг, Addington (afterwards Lord Sidmouth ). 
In the evening no confirmation of the news having reached Salis. 
bury, it began (0 be doubted; but the next morning brought the 


“ Gazette Extraordinary,” and a general joy then pervaded the city. 
Guns, fireworks, and yeomanry cavalry were simultaneously put in 
motion. Mr. Addington, it will be remembered, was at the time the 
First Lord of the Treasury. Ніз recordership of the borough of 
Devizes, and his connection with the Sutton family at New Park, 
account for the promptness of his communication. 

Brazivian Tra.— The avenue of the Botanical Gardens at Rio, 
which leads up from the entrance, is planted on each side with the 
pine-like casuarina: it is on a piece of ground about an acre іп ex- 
tent, on the left-hand side of this avenue, that the tea plants grow 
which were imported from China by the grandfather of the present 
emperor. It was thought that the climate and soil of Brazil would 
be suitable for its cultivation ; but the success of the experiment has 
not equalled the expectations which were formed of it, notwithstand- 
iug that the growth of the plants and the preparation of the leaves 
were managed by natives of China accustomed to such occupations. 
In the province of San Paulo a few large plantations of tea have 
been established ; that belonging to the ex-Regent Feijo containing 
upwards of 20,000 trees. ‘Ihe produce is sold in the shops at Rio, 
and in appearance is scarcely to be distinguished from that of 
Chinese manufacture; but the flavour is inferior, having more‘of a 
herby taste. It is sold at about the same price; but it is now аѕсег- 
tained that it cannot be produced so as to give a sufficient recom- 
pense to the grower, the price of Jabour being greater in Brazil than 
in China: to remunerate, itis said that Brazil tea ought to bring 55, 
per pound.— Gardner's Travels in Brazil. 

Tue Arctic Exerpition,—We have inquired into the reports that 
Sir John Franklin had landed in the Mackenzie river, and shaped 
his course to return through the territories of the Hudson's Bay 
Company, aud found, as we suspected, that they are altogether 
groundless, and the Hudson's Bay people know nothing of any such 
movement. It is impossible that the expedition may have got 
through last summer, and Sir John be on his way from Kamschatka 
to Petersburgh; and in that case we would not give up the hope of 
seeing him to the close of the year. But it {is more than probable 
that they have not been able to get through last season, which appears 
to have been unfavourable to icy navigation, and that they are again 
shut up for the winter so far to the north as to prevent their com- 
municating with the establishments of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
on the furthest shores of the continent of America. If so, we have 
no reason to entertain any fears for their safety or ultimate success ; 
but, should we not hear of them by the end of 1847, it would be time 
to take measures to send after them, which, however, we feel confident 
will not be necessary, but that we shall have good accounts of them 
long before that date. 

Astronomy ім France. — M. Le Verrier, whose ‘name has lately 
become European by the discovery of the new planet, and who has, 
within the last fortnight, been appointed, by royal ordonnance, to one 
of the new professorships founded on the Faculty of Sciences, com- 
menced on Wednesday, at the Sorbonne, his course of lectures on 
astronomy. Upwards of 1200 persons, amongst whom might be re- 
marked most of the scientific men of Paris, were closely packed to- 
gether on this occasion. M. Le Verrier took for the subject of his 
opening address, the pre-eminence of mathematical astronomy over 
that of simple observation, which latter it was generally considered 
he treated somewhat too lightly. Тһе following sentence gives a 
tolerably fair idea of the learned lecturer's view of the subject: — 
“ When,” said he, “armed with your instruments, you observe the 
heavens, you advance with difficulty towards the mountain, and at 
last you climb it slowly; whereas, by the omnipotence of mathe- 
matical analysis you tell the mountain to come to you, and it comes 
and bends with humility at your feet.” I

19%; the 
eastern extremity of the south aisle, with its fine windows and open 
work parapets, is now in progress, and is estimated at the cost of 
under 300/. ‘he next proposed alteration is the restoration of the 
choir. ‘The present winter is dedicated to this indoor work, and the 
present state of the funds are considered as adequate to the com. 
pletion of the lower story as high as the Italian cornice; the balance 
remaining in the bankers’ hands із stated at 925/., and of the sums 
subscribed 1000/. stili remain to be called in.

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THE POTATO DISEASE. 


WHILE the intelligence and energy of the Irish government 
and the better class of Irish landlords are directed to the imme- 
diate alleviation of the miseries of the population arising from the 
potato disease, another class of individuals are diligently collect- 
ing evidence of the effects of certain manures on potato fields, in 
view to the dissemination of knowledge that may be useful to the 
farmer in his future operations. Among these parties none are 
more active than the British salt manufacturers, for the very suf- 
ficient reason that the extension of the use of salt must be essen- 
tially beneficial to their trade. Assertions coming from so inter- 
ested a party, honourable as its several members may be in all the 
relations of private life, would scarcely, however, be received by 
incredulous farmers with the respect they might in reality de- 
serve. The salt merchants, therefore, prudently put forth facts 
and opinions emanating from other sources; and a little brochure, 
embodying part of this evidence, being now before us, we cannot 
perform a better office by our agricultural friends than to reca- 
pitulate the main features of its contents. 

A Mr. John Lea, of Stoke Prior, in the county of Worcester, 
dressed a portion of his potato ground with salt, іп 1845. Тһе 
crop produced from this portion was perfectly sound. He ex- 
tended his experiment in 1846, and the result was, that while the 
tubers were found to be badly diseased where no artificial dress- 
ing had been applied, they were perfectly clear and free from disease 
where salt ouly had been used. 

Mr. Wm. Clark, a farmer in the United States, who had suf- 
fered much from the potato disease, writes, that before ploughing 
in the spring of 1845, he spread, broadcast, one hundred and 
a-half weight of medium coarse salt per acre, then left it one or 
two weeks to dissolve and mix with the soil. After ploughing 
and planting, the same quantity of salt was again sown, making 

three смі. per acre. The result was a very fair crop, of excellent 
quality. Р ows 

Mr. Henry Coleman, the agricultural commissioner from the 
United States, furnishes an extract from a letter from a corre- 
spondent in America, who writes that his estate “ had the potato 
disease very bad all round, except in cases where salt had been 
used.” 

Mr. Moberley, of the Botanical Society of London, last spring 
set a small patch of ground with Irish potatoes, carefully dividing 
the ground into two equal portions, both dressed with some ma- 
nure, and with lime and ashes. When the haulm appeared above 
the ground, Mr. Moberley had one half the ground dressed with 
sulphate of magnesia, the other he left untouched. The result 
was, that when the crop was raised, the potatoes which had not 
been dressed proved to be much afflicted with the disease, while 
the other half were perfectly sound. 

Mr. W. Tebbitt, of Clapham Common, avers, in the “ Gar- 
dener’s Chronicle,” that the potatoes grown near the sea shore last 
summer were extremely healthy; and the inference is, that the 
soil absorbs the saline particles with which the lands are crusted 
over. 

Here are five instances out of a great variety that might be ad- 
duced to demonstrate the very great utility of salt in producing 
sound and healthy potatoes. We earnestly commend them to the 
attention of agriculturists who possess light and loamy and sandy 
soils, #t the same time cautioning them against the employment of 
salt on stiff clays or cold wet land. Тһе cost of the article is con- 
temptible when set against the great benefits that must result 
from its application, The greater or lesser scarcity of the potato 
is not a matter which merely affects the welfare of masses of the 
poorer order ; we see that a serious deficiency of the article posi- 
tively becomes a famine question in some parts of the United 
Kingdom, strikes at the root of a nation’s prosperity, and involves 
in one common ruin landlord, farmer, and labourer. We trust 
that no inference unfavourable to at least a trial of the salt ma- 
nure, will be drawn from former failures. It may be accepted as 
atruth that, where salt did not answer the expectation of the 
agriculturist, the quality of the soil had not been duly considered, 
or the method of its application properly ascertained. 


Т.ЗЕ PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


We forget whether it is to Mr. J. Q. Adams or to President 
Jefferson that is to be attributed the original remark, that every 
thing that has to be said upon any given subject may be delivered 
in ten minutes, Certainly it is not to Mr. Polk that such an ob- 
servation can be ascribed, or, if it be, his practice is strangely at 
variance with his precept. Here is a Message, embracing nine 
goodly columns of the “ Times” newspaper, that would take an 
hour and a half, at least, of tolerably rapid reading, and a good 
many hours of digesting; and yet upwards of six of these closely 
printed columns are devoted entirely to a consideration of the 
Mexican question alone! What can Mr, Polk possibly have to 
say upon the subject? is the interrogatory which each man 
naturally puts to himself before he ventures to wade through such 
an ocean of type. And the answer is “ Words, words, words.” 
He has talked much, but “not wisely, nor too well.” He has 
struggled, without any very scrupulous regard for veracity, to 
make out a case in favour of an atrocious invasion ; and in the 
estimation of those who can extract the grains of wheat from the 
bushel of chaff, his argument totally fails. 
learned in Jaw, who have small faith in the 
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time —or against time —in the hope of confounding the simple 
understandings of his hearers, and extracting a verdict from their 
very weariness. But in this instance he seems to have reckoned 
a little without his host. To the honour of the Legislature of the 
United States, the warlike tendencies, the usurping dispositions of 
Mr. Polk have been emphatically denounced by sev2ral distin- 
guished members, one of whom boldly declared that, if it appeared 
the President had acted contrary to the constitution, he was pre- 
pared for such ulterior measures as the safety of the Union might 
demand! The pith of the Message is, that Mr. Polk wants 
further supplies “ in order to prosecute the war with Mexico 
with vigour and energy, as the best means of bringing it toa 
speedy and honourable termination.” Не “ calculates” that the 
war will last until June, 1848, and the sum therefore required 
will be twenty-three millions of dollars. 

In the present state of the finances of the United States it is 
quite enough that a new loan is required to make a Government 
unpopular; but when it is asked, for to enable the nation to per- 
severe in wrong and iniquity; to support a case by no means 
clearly made out; to bear out a republican despot in an audacious 
and offensive measure, undertaken upon his own responsibility ; the 
propriety of continuing him in power ceases to be a doubtful ques- 
tion. We shall look with interest to the event of the renewal of 
the debates which had been adjourned until the 14th of December. 
We cannot persuade ourselves that the good sense of the United 
States is to be trifled with ad libitum. 

Dismissing Mexico, the President disposes of the other questions 
іп a cavalier tone. He rather demands than invites the counte- 
nance and co-operation of the Congress, as if the pliability dis- 
played by it on former occasions were rather part ofa system than 
ап accident. On the subject of the abolition of the Corn Laws, or 
opening the door to American exports, the President speaks in a 
tone of cool impudence which will at least amuse the English 
reader, if it do not heighten his disgust. Mr. Polk says :— 

It{would be strange if, in the face of the example of Great Britain, 
our principal foreign customer, and of the evils of a system rendered 
manifest in that country by long and painful experience, and in the 
face of the immense advantages which, under a more liberal com- 


icy, we are already deriving, and must continue to derive, 


mercial policy, 
by supplying her starving population with food, the United States 


should restore a policy which she has been compelled to abandon, and 
thus diminish her ability to purchase from us the food and other 
articles which she so much needs, and we so much desire to зей, By the 
simultaneous abandonment of the protective policy of Great Britain 
and the United States, new and important markets have been already 
opened for our agricultural and other products; commerce and navi- 
gation have received a new impulse; labour and trade have been 
released from the artificial trammels which have so long fettered 
them ; and to a great extent reciprocity, in the exchange of commo- 
dities, has been introduced at the same time by both countries, and 
greatly for the benefit of both. Great Britain has been Jorced, by the 
pressure of circumstances at home, to abandon a policy wnich has been 
upheld for ages, and to open her markets lor cur immense surplus of 
breadstuffs ; and it is contidently believed that other Powers of Eu- 
rope will ultimately see the wisdom, if they be not compelled bythe 
pauperism and sufferings of their crowded population to pursue a 


similar policy, 

The true Yankee is apparent іп еуегу line of this vain and 
wordy document. It is falsehood and braggadocio from beginning 
toend. Enough of it.

SoMETIMES very melancholy disasters are the vehicles of im- 
portant truths; and wise and valuable advice neglected or despised 
in periods of prosperity, make a tenfold impression when its worth 
has been impressed by the exigencies and wants of distress. We 
do not despair that such will be the happy consequence of the 
awful misery that has befallen the Irish people. The means of 
relief are exercising the wits of statesmen and occupying the minds 
of all. And many have been the plans proposed to remedy the 
evil that so sadly afflicts our sister kingdom; none, however, we 
believe, promises so much present relief or future prosperity as a 
proposal we have just seen suggested in a letter from the Earl of 
Stanhope to his Irish agent. His Lordship, after touching upon 
all the great evils, which have long prevented owners of land in 
Ireland taking so much interest in their property as the landlords 
of Englund and Scotland, then proceeds to suggest the following 
remedy to the powers that be, to meet the existing distress and 
relieve the wretched condition of the Irish people : — 

To direct the issue by government, to such an amount as shall be 
determined by Parliament, of small notes, which shall be a legal 
tender in the payment of taxes, but which shall not be payable in 
coin, and to expend the said notes in the cultivation of lands which 
are now uncultivated, under the condition that the present rents, or 
profits of the said lands, shall continue to be received by those who 
are now entitled to the same, and that any increase in the said rents 


or profits, which may accrue when the said lands are cultivated, shall 
be received by government until the sum which it has expended on 


them shall be repaid. 

And this advice, so much the more valuable as given by an un- 
biassed party, contains the sum and substance of all the arguments 
the opponents of the present currency laws have been so long and 
so thanklessly employing to convince the country at large of the 
impolicy and ruinous tendency of any restrictions upon the free 
circulation of wealth, whether ofthe pocket, ofthe mind, or of the 
body, which the capitalist, the inventor, or the labourer can pro- 
duce. What we have always sought has been no more than this, 
that our possessions and property shall have some available re- 
presentative which we can command the use of, without the expen- 
sive and time-exhausting process of Jegal forms. Transactions in 
business will not admit of the delay which makes law proverbial ; 
and it is reducing the question to an absurdity to answer our ob- 
jections with the assertion, that mortgages are always available to 
obtain a supply of {gold equal to the property we may really be 
possessed of, But, by the mode suggested in the letter of Earl 
Stanhope, whilst we obtain facility and celerity in monetary trans- 
actions, the integrity of the paper circulation, and its redemption 
is guaranteed as effectually as if secured by а mortgage deed, 
The one Act of Parliament authorising itin Ireland would be, in 
fact, an extensive deed of the kind, in which the real property of 
the nation would be made the security for the payment of advances 
thus made on the credit of its resources, and the positive wealth 
which talent and labour, if employed, could readily produce. 

The letter of the Earl of Stanhope we give entire, Indepen-

dently of the important principle involved in the paragraph we 
have commented upon, it contains much that is interesting and 
likely to be useful at the present time. 


I have read in the “ Dublin Evening Mail” which you sent to me, 
the letter of Мг, Tuite, М.Р. for the county of Westmeath, who 
when he inveighs against Absenteeism, ought to have recollected,— 

‘That no landed proprietor сан reasonably be expected to reside in 
a country in which there is no security for persons or property, 

That no landed proprietor can reside on an estare where there is no 
house for his reception; and in my case Í have not even an inn. 

That a landed proprietor who has estates in several counties, or 
countries, must, with respect to some of them, be an absentee, as in 
my own instance in regard to my estate in Devonshire, which 1 have 
frequently visited, but on which I have never resided. 

That he is quite mistaken in supposing that no other country in 
Europe is labouring under absenteeism. 

That every person has a right to reside wherever he may think 


Proper; and that, even under despotic governments, no person is 


compelled to reside on his estate. 

As tothe measures on which he recommends inquiries, that is, the 
improvement of the breeds of cattle, the distribution of seed-corn, and 
instruction in drainage, 1 must observe, — 

That no government would have a right to enforce them. 

That the covenants with respect to cultivation, which are usual in 
this country, would be nugatory in Ireland, where they would not be 
enforced by the authority of a court of law. 

That until the law has, in Ireland, the power which justly belongs 
to it, and which it exerts in every other country, no effectual reme- 
dies can be adopted. 

That with respect to those properties let under leases renewable for 
ever, no landed proprietor has any interest whatever in their improve- 
ment, and cannot be censured for any mismanagement on the part of 
the occupiers, over whom he has no control, 

It appears by the speech of the Government Inspector, Colonel 
Douglas, at Ballynonty, that on the Saturday preceding * (еге were 
employed on public works throughout Ireland 976,0С0 men, abso- 
lutely doing nothing but obstructing the public conveyances.” ‘Lhe 
expenditure of Government in Ireland is, as 1 learned lately from a 
person who holds an official situation, at the rate of seven millions per 
annum, which, as I need not say, it is impossible to continue, for it 
would not be sanctioned by the English and Scotch representatives, 
who know that the Irish bear a very inconsiderable share of the 
general taxation. 

Amongst the measures which, several years ago, 
for adoption in Ireland, are the following, which, 
cumstances, are peculiarly requisite : — 

To direct the issue by Government, to such an amount as shall be 
determined by Parliament, of small notes, which shall be a legal 
tender in the payment of taxes, but which shall not be payable in 
coin, and to extend the said notes in the cultivation of lands which

То employ the said rate, under the direction of Government, for 
the benefit of the labourers residing in or near the parish ог parishes 
in which such land is situated.

THE NATIVITY. 
„By Rusens, 


In selecting an engraving in unison with the spirit which pervades 
Christian society at tnis interesting season, we have had less difficulty 
in determining upon the theme than upon the source of our illustra- 
боп. In the vast range of sacred subjects which the mighty geniuses 
of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries loved to paint, nothing 
presented itself во germaze to our purpose as the tirth, so to speak 
of the Divine Author of our religion: it is at once commemorative 
and suggestive; it recals the errant memory to an event remarkably 
illustrative of the great goodness of the Creator, and conducts the 
thoughts into the only channel in which it is both seemly and sea- 
sonavlej that they should flow. But though the choice of a subject 
pertinent to Christmas was not embarrassing, it was by no means 
easy to select the fittest interpreter of the sublime Nativity. Raf- 
faelle, Guido, Domenichino, Correggio, the Caraccis, and a hundred 
other masters, whose inspiration was seconded by religious fervour, 
and whose works are the glories of the vast gaileries of Rome and 
Florence, and Naples, and Venice, at once occurred to us, and for 
the moment we experienced all the embarras des richesses so genera- 
tive of indecision, In the midst of our perplexity the glorious paint- 
ing of Reubens suggested itseif—of Rubens, the pictorial hero of 
Flanders, the brilliant emanations of whose genius light up every 
church, cathedral, public or private gallery in his native country. 
Hesitation was at an end—our readers have the result of our resolu- 
tion before them. And yet we are far from feeling satislied, 

Our talented engraver does indeed convey the form, the expres- 
sion, the broadly distinctive light and shade of the great original ; 
but that which constituted the leading charm іп (ће magic works of 
Rubens, it is not given to nis craft to impart. Rubens revelled in 
the empire of colour, It was his passion; his delights were “dying 
dolphin; like;” his subject was lifted into the ideal world by the 
charm of a thousand hues, and with the fancy of a poet he ex- 
pounded from his palette the harmonising concord of sweet tints. 
Or when grave and serious subjects like that we offer engaged his 
pencil, he yielded to the influence of the sentiment, and spread over 
his canvass the deep and rich colouring which corresponded with the 
solemnity of the scene. Sir Joshua Кеупо145, the prince of био 
painters, said that a single picture of Rubens was “ enough to illn- 
minate a room !” апа taough he (Sir Joshua), in one of his lectures, 
objected that their richness dazzled the eye, be was not slow to adopt 
the red shadows which were the chief causes of their splendour, 
Gainsborough was equally cnamoured of the warm colouring; but, 
with more consistency than Sir Joshua, he admitted that it was 
somewhat unnatural, and therefore contrived a lamp, with the sides 
painted with Vermillion, which illuminated the shidows of his 
figures, and made them like the Splendid paintings of Rubens,

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FINE ARTS. 


The theory of the philosopher who, drawing his deductions from 


the histories of Greece and Rome, affirmed that the progress of 


commerce, political science, and the art of war is in an inverse ratio 
to the advancement of the fine arts, has received a striking confuta- 
tion during the eventful year that has just closed. In no corre- 
sponding period of our history have so many great steps been taken 
towards the consolidation of the principles on which the happiness 
and prosperity of this country are based, and yet our annals do not 
present a single example of a year so favourable, in every way, to the 
development of the artistic genius of the empire. ‘The painter and 
the sculptor, the engraver, the lithographer, the glyphographer, the 
modeller, the architect, have each in his vocation put forth fresh 
claims to admiration, vindicating at once the happy imitative power 
and the rare originality of the British artist. 

Whether it was that art was in a state of transition, or pined for 


lack of due encouragement, or suffered from the extreme pressure of 


competition, the fact is undeniable, that for three or four years an. 
terior to the opening of 1846 the character of English painting and 
sculpture had materially deteriorated. Men whose previous works 
had given promise of undertakings which should vie with the pro- 
ductions of the great Italian and Flemish masters, either discon- 
tinued the exhibition of the fruits of their labours, or merely put 
forth evidences of their existence which served to damage their 
reputation. Our galleries had degenerated into receptacles for 
daubs, the insolent pretenders to the honour of enrolment among the 
national painters boldly usurping the niches which irritated genius 
had deserted. ‘The critics were indignant, the public mourned, the 
cognoscenti sneered, and affected to hail the advent of new schools, 
‘The painters were roused; every man went to work with redoubled 
vigour; the leisure they had allowed themselves appeared to have 
refreshed rather than enervated their powers, and the season of 1846 
saw them rush into the o!d arena with a magnificent array of pic- 
tures which it was not thought hyperbole to compare with the works 
of the greatest masters, ‘Turner, Maclise, Etty, Edwin Landseer, Cop- 
ley Fielding, Stone, Sharp, Knight, Herring, Eastlake, Redgrave, and 
a dozen others, positively illumined the walls of the Royal Academy, 
the British Institution, the Suffolk Street and Pall Mall galleries 
with the brilliant coruscations of their genius. Nor were the sculp- 
tors behind the painters in the character and number of their works. 
Bailey, Behnes, Gibson, Le Gru, Jones, and Wyatt, evinced that the 
chisel had lost nothing of its edge, the eye nothing of its quick per- 
ceptions, the hand nothing of its cunning. 1t was altogether a year 
of great triumph for the fine arts. 

As a consequence of the progress of the Principals, the Accessories 
moved forward. Superb copper-plate pictures, reproducing and 
extending the popularity of paintings of admitted excellence, were 
to be seen attracting crowds of admirers around the establishments of 
the leading printsellers, while lithography took iis place in volumes 
of surpassing beauty, seeking variety of character in mezzotints and 
partial colouring. But itis in wood engraving that the auxiliary 
arts have achieved the greatest distinction. The recognition of 
the beauty and importance of this science, the number of professors 
who have sprung up, encouraged by the patronage accorded by the 
public to the labours of their fellows and predecessors, have com- 
pletely reversed the relative positions of literature and the arts. It is 
not enough that every book which aspires to extensive patronage 
should be carefully and abundantly illustrated ; the picture is now 
in a great number of instances the foundation of the book, the letter- 
press being the mere illustration! Nor can this be said to either 
degrade the literary profession, or diminish the public demand for its 
services, T'he converse, indeed, is the fact ; for every plate offered to 
the community must have its accompanying description as neces- 
sarily as every work must have its pictorial illustration; the en- 
gravings become so many stimuli to the increased efforts of the реп, 
And to this remarkable revolution in one sense, and fortunate іп- 
centive in another, we shill be pardoned the egotism of observing 
that the illustrated newspapers have in a very preat measure con- 
duced. Тһе thirst of the public for wood embellishments has 
compelled us to extend the original plan of the Pictorial Times; and 
instead of limiting ourselves to the illustration of passing events, 
it has now become our business to seek for pleasing and instructive 
subjects, and employ our literary resources in appropriate com- 
mentary, elucidation, and description, If the merit of improving 
the art of the wood engraver cannot also be fairly appropriated by 
the pictorial journals, it should be remembered that the great haste 
with which the majority of the illustrations are unavoidably pre- 
pared is incompatible with elaborate minuteness and delicacy of 
finish, We are in great hopes, however, that what cannot be readily 
accomplished with the pictures suggested by each week's events may 
be achieved in respect to other subjects by the application of the 
science of glyphography. There is no refinement of engraving of 
which that yet infant science is not susceptible. 

То pursue the history of the year’s progress, the less refined and 
less durable, but scarcely (for the time) less interesting pursuits of 
the scene-painter, the house decorator, the carver, the gilder, and the 
binder have received immense encouragement, and the candidates 
for patronage have consequently increased. Stanfield and Grieve, 
still pre-eminent, have found able and graceful, and hopeful fol- 
lowers in Beverley, Greenwood, Phillips, and ‘Velbin, whose works 
constitute a great part of the attraction of the theatres at which they 
are exhibited. Hurwitz’s distempered paper for the walls of houses 
and places of public entertainment, and the restoration of the carved 
decorations of siécle Louis ХІУ, are important features of the times. 
So are the substitutions of embossed leather and papier maché for 
the gilded wood of which picture frames were formerly exclusively 
composed. Their durability, their resistance to the open attacks of 
climate and insidious assaults of the worm and the moth, impart to 
the works of the modern carvers a decided superiority over bygone 
and contemporary productions. 

To architecture we should have ceded an earlier place, had it been 
іп our power to point with pride to the completion of any great 
work, Mr. Barry is still building the Houses of Parliament, and 
other architects are equally industrious, but nothing of moment 
reached maturity in 1846. 

We believe we have touched upon every branch of the arts which 
can fairly claim to have progressed within the past twelyemonth. 
‘That the results of the year have been eminently gratifying no one 
сап deny ; but at the same time it cannot be concealed that there has 
been, in respect to the highest branch of the arts, a lack of that en- 
couragement which is indispensable to the most perfect development 
of genius. People buy pictures which take their fancy, and the 
rapid growth of vanity is certainly a premium upon portrait paint- 
ing. The Art Union and the printsellers are worthy Macenases ; 
and Sir Robert Peel and similar munificent amateurs likewise do 
their utmost for the arts. But the government — the nation — does 
nothing. We do not hear of superior productions being coveted by 
the Fine Art Commissioners for the especial benefit of the National 
Gallery, We hear of no meritorious work snatched from the ob- 
curity to which it is destined in a private collection to swell the 
possessions of the British Museum, Members of the House of 
Commons taik of building new palaces for the Queen, and{con- 
verting Buckingham House into a repository for paintings, but no 
one dreams of promising the artists of England that their labours 
shall have appropriate honour in such a public edifice. The pre- 
miums for the frescoes most suitable to the Houses of Parliament 
are the only proofs we can readily cite of the national disposition to 
honour national talent. But а new year dawns upon us. The 
words we have dropped may not have fallen upon sterile ground ; 
and when we again are called upon to chronicle the progress of а 
year, it may be our happy lot to record that the painter's country re- 
coynises the painter's worth,

Each print exhiviis an illustration of some interesting in- 
cident, showing the leading characteristics of the Highlands. Шеге 
we have a life-like picture of the noble animal peculiar to the coun- 
try, and of the sportsman in intense anxiety and adventurous excite- 


ment, engaged in eager pursuit or flushed with triumph. The work 
reflects the highest credit upon Mr. Moon, the publisher, and we feel 
assured that it will meet with that patronage which it so richly de- 
serves, 

Tue Bisnor or Ecy'’s ЅнАКѕРЕАКЕ Portrait. — The paragraph 
which appeared in our pages relative to a picture in the possession of 
the Bishop of Ely, supposed to be a portrait of Shakspeare, excited 
considerable interest, and was reprinted by the majority of our con- 
temporaries. We have since seen the picture, and are preposscssed 
in favour or its genuineness. It is without the beard, closely re- 
sembling the engraving in the folio edition, to which were appended 
Ben Jonson's well-known lines. The painting is опа panel, 1ft. 8in. 
by 1ft. 331іп., and, when found, was іп ап old ebony trame, covered 
with dirt, and disregarded. It was bought for a few shillings, solely 
on the ground of its likeness to Shakspeare. Тһе date and age 
(1603, æt, 39.) serving to confirm this impression, were not discovered 
till afterwards; these are in the left-hand corner of the picture, at 
the top, in the same position as they are in the portrait of Cornelius 
Janson, dated 1610.

LAW. 


Court оғ Bankrurtcy.—Susrension or CERTIFICATE., — Samuel 
Ward, a lasting and shalloon manufacturer, applied for his certificate. 
The grounds of opposition to this were reckless trading, not keeping 
proper books, a fraudulent preference, and extravagant expenditure. 
‘The bankrupt has been in trade about five years, and his debts are 
90664., liabilities 1800/., and assets 1400/. Тһе cash book has been 
made up since the bankruptcy. Тһе expenses and losses are about 
80004., the profits being stated at 1900/., but in reality it only 
amounted to 360/, ‘The bankrupt commenced with a capital of опу 
20/., and in 1842, when he was hopelessly insolvent, he paid 500/. to 
his wife out of the creditors’ money. ‘There are several persons set 
down as bad debtors, with the word “ unknown” to their names, but 
the principal item was one of 1400/. toa Mr. Clarkson, and for what 
this money was paid to him there is nothing to show, except “ bad.” 
‘The bankrupt was examined by Мг, Sturgeon, and stated that he had 
been in trade about ten years, doing a business of 20,000/. per annum. 
He had discounted bills, but they were not accommodation. ‘I'he 
reason of paying his wife 500/, was in consequence of a separation 
taking place between them, His business was a very fluctuating 
опе. Mr. Commissioner Tonblanque, in giving judgment, said, 
there has been most reckless trading. ‘The bankrupt commences 
with 20/, capital, and I find him almost immediately afterwards com- 
mencing to discount bills, while he is getting discounts for himself. 
His debts, losses, and bad debts are extremely large. During my 
experience I have not found that the Manchester trade is a very 
gambling one. If 1 allowed this to pass, it would be opening the 
door for the most nefarious frauds, Under all these circumstances, 
I must suspend the certificate for two years.

POLICE. 


Mansion House. — William Pond, a regular dustman, and his 
wife, Margaret, were charged with having assaulted an old woman 
and two little boys. Several of the fraternity were present. ‘The

‘Their antagonist, however, soon showed her superiority 
by pitching the boys over the old woman, and the dustman, whose 
powers were not called into action until the police appeared and 
collared his wife, then began to show that he was deserving of his 
partner. Не tried to rescue her, but the force were not to be de- 
nied, and they securely lodged both in the station-house, ‘The lord 
mayor: Which was the more intoxicated? Pond: Why you see, 
my lord, she was very Jushy. А little overtuck her, 105 all she had 
all this blessed Christmas; and | wanted to carry her home, but the 
gentlemen there wouldn't stand it, so l thought 1 wouldn't leave her 
іп sich a pickle. ‘The lord mayor: You are fined 20s., or 14 days; 
and she is fined 10s., ог 14 days. А rough voice in the crowd, * l 
say, my lordship, what will you let the pair оп'ет at liberty for?” 
Тһе lord mayor; They shall be discharged upon paving 305. ‘The 
voice: ‘lake ten, We'll rise ten bob here if you'll let the pair 
оп'ет go. Тһе lord mayor: No; they must pay 30s. or go to 
prison, and that won’t be comfortable. A deep and general groan 
issued from the dustmen behind the bar and their wives, and ove of 
the Jatter cried out, * Oh, aint it scandalous to lock’em up fora 
fortnizht for only pitching intoan old warmint, not worth the dirt she 
was tumbled in,” In а very short time the fraternity contrived to 
pay 20s., the presence of the defendants being indispensably neces- 
sary in going the rounds for Christmas boxes in consequence of the 
apprehended competition of the flying dustmen, 

Маго биен STREET. — Mr. Thomas Telford Campbell, son of 
the late poet, was summoned before Mr. Hardwick for having 
assaulted Mr. Charles Hartnung, Mr, Hartnung said he was a 
watch-inaker, occupying apartments at No, 47. Warwick Street, 
Goiden Square, where the defendant also lodged. On Monday last 
he had occasion to open the staircase window for av instant, when 
the defendant came out of his apartments in a great rage, and seized 
him by the collar, and, after striking him, threatened he would be 
the death of him. Had it not been for the landlady of the house, 
complainant had no doubt that he should have sustained further 
injury. As it was, his shirt and habiliments were torn in the ѕси е, 
Mr. Campbell, in defence, denied the assaut. Не was incon- 
venienced by the complainant opening the window, and on attempt- 
ing a remonstrance, he was assaulted. Не certainly did lay hold of 
the complainant to protect himself from injury, but he released him 
on being requested to do so, An outrage against feelings, continued 
Мт. Campbell, may lead to conclusions, but it does not amount to 
an outrage in law. If a person in a field wishes to shut a gate, and 
another person attempts to prevent him, and is struck, this is an 
outrage against feelings, but not an assault, ** This is my case.” 
Тһе landlady, Mrs. M*Cioud, said the defendant was a very quict 
and good lodger, ‘The complainant, on the contrary, was in the habit 
of breaking the peace of her house. Mr. Hardwick said, as the 
complainant swore he went in bodily fear, the defendant must find 
bail, himself in 20/. and two sureties of 25l. each. 

Тнлмеѕ, — Wanten immeniatety, ‘en Pounns.— Mary Ann 
0 iver was brought up for final examination, charged with obiaining 
nine sovereigns and two half sovereigns, by a false representation, 
from Mr. Christopher Coward, a surgeon, residing in High Street, 
Stepney, on Sunday, the 20th instant. On that day the woman 
Oliver called on Mr. Coward with a note purporting to come from a 
lady named Mary Ann Wright. It stated that Mrs. Wright was in 
want of 10/. to meet an immediate emergency; and as her husband 
had taken with him о Bow the key of the cash-box, she hoped Мг. 
Coward would excuse her taking the liberty. As Mrs, Wright was 
one of his patients, and as he was aware that the prisoner had been 
іп her service, he unhesitatingly gave her the money. He subse- 
quently found the woman had left Mrs, Wrights service some time 
previously, and that that lady had never authorised the application, 
Information of the fraud was given at the varicus s:ations, and on 


the 27th the woman Oliver was taken into custody. When brought 
before Mr. Coward, she was instantly recognised by that gentleman. 
The prisoner was fully committed for trial. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 


Metancuoty Termination or А Conviviat Party.—On Tues- 
day an inquest was taken before Mr. Baker, at the George, Mansell 
Street, Whitechapel, on view of the body of Mary Fitzhenry, five 
months old, whose parents were on Monday under an examination, 
before Mr, Yardley, at the ‘thames Police Court, accused of being 
accessary to its death, when the charge was dismissed. It appeared 
that the deceased lived at No. 9. Greg’s Court, with its mother and 
father, who is a gun-maker. Last Saturday night they had a few 
friends, among whom was the grandmother. Between nine and ten 
o'clock the mother went to bed, and shortly after the child was taken 
to her by its father. About ten o'clock, the following morning the 
mother got up, when shortly after, upon going for the deceased, she 
found it without any signs of life. Her screams brought her hus- 
band to her, who held the body before the fire, to restore the vital 
functions, in doing which the skin was scorched off its back. ‘The 
grandmother then placed it іп а warm bath. Mr. Liddle, surgeon, 
who made a post-mortem examination, found the lungs highly con- 
gested, which was caused by suffocation. The burns, however, were 
sufficient to destroy life. Verdict, “ Death by suffocation.” 

А CARRIAGE Амр SERVANTS issinc.—The foilowing singular 
information was on Tuesday circulated throughout the divisions of 
the metropolitan and city police: —“ P Division, December 28. 1846. 
—At 3 o'clock r.m. this day а coachman and footman, with a car- 
riage, set down at King’s Cross, and have not yet returned. It is 
supposed they are locked up at some station. Description:—A 
yellow-bodied chariot, arms painted red, a pair of light bay horses, 16 
hands high, harness brass mounted; crest, a tree; the servants in 
green livery, with drab great coats. Information to be sent to Mr. 
Macher, Oakfield Lodge, Lower Tulse Hill, Brixton.” 

Dismissat оғ Potrce Orricers.—On Saturday last, at the meet- 
ing of the commissioners of police, in Scotland Yard, no fewer than 
twenty-two officers connected with various sections of the metropo- 
litan police were reported for drunkenness and other breaches in the 
performance of their duties on Christmas Day. After a rigid inves- 
tigation, the whole of them were discharged. 

Аглкміхс Fire Амр Narrow Escare.—On Tuesday morning, 
between twelve and one, constable 141 C, whilst passing along his 
beat, discovered that the premises belonging to Mr. Stray, tailor, of 
39. Haymarket, were on fire. In a short time the whole of the front 
shop and the staircase were enveloped in flames, which completely 
cut off all means of the residents effecting a retreat by the usual way. 
With great difficulty they managed to get upon the roof, and were 
then taken into the adjoining house. By this time the house became 
fired from the bottom to the top, and for some minutes it was feared 
the houses in the immediate vicinity would be involved in the same 
fate. Intelligence having been dispatched to the engine stations, 
the County engine soon arrived, followed by several brigade engines. 
An abundance of water being obtained, the firemen set to work, and 
were enabled to attack the flames in the right quarter; but, notwith- 
standing that every person exerted himself to the utmost, it was 
nearly two o'clock betore the fire was safely subdued, and not before 
it had passed through almost every apartment in the place, destroying 
in its progress a considerable amount of stock, furniture, and other 
effects. Ном the fire originated could not be ascertained. 

RerusaL To Bury А Suicipe.—On Tuesday application was made 
to Mr, Baker, the coroner, for his interference in a case where a 
clergyman refused to perform the funeral service over the body of a 
girl, who, it was supposed, had drowned herself in the London Docks. 
The coroner said, his power ended when the jury were discharged, 
and he could not interfere in the matter. It appeared that the re- 
fusal to read the funeral service was not made known till the body 
was taken to the burial- ground, and that one of the relatives after- 
wards read some prayers over the grave, and the corpse was buried. 

Deatu From Omnisus Racinc. — An inquest was held before 
Mr. Carter, on Monday, at Streatham, on the body of William Lee 
Freddy, aged 37, an omnibus driver, who, on the 14th instant, was 
knocked off his box by coming in collision with a lamp-post when 
driving furiously up Brixton Hill. He was racing with an opposition 
omnibus, driven by a man named Ford, who drew his horses across 
the road, to prevent Freddy from passing him, and by that means the 
omnibus the deceased was driving was sent against the lamp-post. 
‘The jury returned a verdict of “ Manslaughter” against Ford, who 
was committed for trial. 

SMUGGLING SPIRITS isto А WORKHOUSE, — Оп Tuesday, at the 
meeting of the directors and guardians of the poor at St. Vancras, a 
charge was preferred by Mr. Соорег, the workhouse surgeon, against 
a nurse of one of the sick wards, named Lloyd, that she was in the 
habit of getting intoxicated, and that on Wednesday last she was so 
much 50, as to ve incapable of performing her duties. Lloyd ad- 
mitted the ‘soft impeachment,” but expressed her entire ignorance 
of how she obtained the “ three half quarterns” within the walls of 
the workhouse. Mr, Chadborn, the superintendent, was called, and, 
in answer to questions, said he knew the inmates of the workhouse 
got gin somehow, but how they got it was a perfect mystery, unless 
it was brought іп by those paupers who went in and out on errands 
for the workhouse, such as the undertakers. In answer to further 
questions, Mr. Chadborn admitted that he had a strong belief when 
the undertakers went out to fetch a body for interment by the parish 
that they managed to smuggle large quantities of spirits in the 
coffin. The poriers were ordered by the board for the future to 
search coflins on their arrival, and to send all females coming in to 
the matron for a similar purpose. 

Mrsrrnious Dear. — On Tuesday evening an inquiry took 
place at Guy's Hospital before Mr. Payne, on the body of a person 
whose name is supposed to be James Cupping, about 50 years of 
age, who died in consequence of his throat having been severed in 
the churchyard of Wooiwicn Church. Alexander Murray a labourer 
in Woolwich Dockyard, said that at about 12 o'clock on the night of 
1 hursday, Oct. 16., he was passing through the burial ground ada 
joining Woolwich Church, when he saw deceased standing against 
the railing, and beckoning to him with his leftihand; witness went to 
him, when he exclaimed, * I have cut my throat.” Witness called 
for assistance, upon which he was taken to the Mitre Tavern, where 
the wound was sewn up. He appeared to have been a man who had 
been in better circumstances, Пе would give no account of himself. 

There were three halfpence and a card іп his pocket, Witness con- 
veyed him to Guy's Hospital. No knife or razor had been found. 
Before he was removed, he attempted to tear the wound іп his 
throat open. Мг, Murell, one of the house surgeons of Guy’s 
Hospital, produced the card found on the deceased, on which was a 
тпагциіз8 coronet, with the name оп it printed, * Ш Marchese de 
Beccadelli, ” Deceased died on Sunday from the effects of the 
injury. ‘The sister of Cornelius Ward, in which deceased was placed, 
Stated, that deceased informed her that he had been living on the 
Continent for the last twenty-four years. He had then been only 
three days in England. Не had lost a great deal of property, on 
account of which, during the last two years, he had given way to 
drinking, from the effect of which for forty-eight hours he was almost 
in a state of unconsciousness. He cou'd not say whether any one 
cut his throa’, or whether he did іс himself. Verdict, “ That the de- 
ceased died from a wound in his throat, but how the injury was 
caused there was not sufficient evidence to satisfy the jury.” 

А Мам Ѕслірер то Окатн.- On Tuesday night, Mr. Payne 
entered into an inquiry at Guy’s Hospital relative to the death of 
Wm. Minter, aged 32. ‘he deceased was a stoker in the service of 
Мг. Chapman, francis Street, Lambeth. Оп Monday morning, 
about ten o'clock, һе was employed at the copper, in which was 
about seven feet of water nearly boiling, and in which he dropped a 
mop. He puta ladder into the copper, and was descending, when 
he fell into the water. Assistance was promptly obtained, and he 
was got out. He was instantly taken to Guy’s Hospital, where he 
died in a few hours, nearly the entire suriace of his body being 
scalded, Verdict, “ Accidental death.”

Lucca. — An edict of the Grand Duke has been put up on the 
principal squares of the town of Leghorn, denoting tnat the succes- 
sion to the duchy of Lucca, falling, according to the final act of the 
Congress of Vienna, to Tuscany, the debts made in that duchy, as 
well as all contracts for state or private possessions, would not be 
recognised. Hopes аге expressed, on the other hand, that а loan 
contracted anteriorly by the duchy of Lucca will be reimbursed. 
The shareholders of the 4 per cent. loan, contracted sume years since 
by the Grand Duke of Lucca, have nothing to fear, as it has been 
guaranteed by Duke Ferdinand of Este. 

New Sourn Waters, — The following statistical details are worthy 
of note: — Porutation. — During the year 1845 the population of 
the colony increased by immigration by the number of 5,968 persons ; 
of whom 4,317 were males, and 1,651 females. ‘he departures from 
the colony were 9,266 males, and 917 females.

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THE CASTLES OF ENGLAND. 
LAMBTON CASTLE. 


The family seat of the Earls of Durham, stands upon the site of a former residence 
successively occupied by the D’Arcys and the Hedworths. The present castle was 
erected by Bonomi, and has an exceedingly agreeable aspect. It is built in the centre of 
an extensive park, the circumference of which is no less than seven miles. Through the 
centre of this noble enclosure runs the river Wear, over which the road to the castle 
is carried by a simple but picturesque bridge of one arch. Although the uncon- 
nected style of architecture and the execution of the works about the castle have 
been objected to, still all minor faults and defects are amply compensated by the noble 
prospect the situation commands, and is in a great measure remedied by the judicious 
and very considerable alterations and repairs completed by the late earl. The most 
important and, we think, finest room in the castle, is the library. It is a large square 
room of good proportions, and contains an excellent collection of books and maps. 
There are also here several very valuable and highly valued family portraits. Exquisite 
taste has directed the laying out of the grounds, the undulating character of the surface 
materially assisting to produce that beautiful effect which is the theme of every visitor’s 
admiration. Nothing, we think, can surpass the appearance of the road leading over the 
well wooded height on the southern bank of the Wear, which is here most charmingly 
romantic. 

In October annual races were oret held in the parish. They were established in 
1821, by the late Earl of Durham, for his own amusement and that of his friends, but 
they proved so eminently successful, and produced so much enjoyment, that the good- 
natured nobleman invited the neighbouring gentry to participate in the sport. On 
account, however, of subsequent indisposition, and the necessity of residing upon the 
continent, the races were discontinued a few years before his lordship’s death. The an- 
nexed view of Lambton Castle is taken from the southern bank of the river. 

We cannot leave the subject without alluding to a strange legend here current, of an 
enormous serpent which formerly had its abode on the banks of the Wear, and ravaged 
the surrounding neighbourhood. We are also told the monster was slain by one of the 
ancestors of the Lambton family. There can be little doubt that this legend, in its 
mystical sense, must be referred to that remote age when the worship of the sun’s course 
in the heavens, under the form of a serpent, was general throughout England, Dr. 
Stukely, in his admirable work upon Abury, proving it to have been a temple of the 
ancient Britons, of the character here indicated, and mentions the circumstance that many 
similar, but less stupendous monuments of that religion existed in other parts of the 
island. It was always necessary that the serpent should be associated with a river; and 
singularly enough, at the present day, the general religion in the interior of Africa 
preserves all the features of this singular superstition. Мг, Johnston, in his travels іп 
Abyssinia, shows that the character for sanctity obtained in olden time by the country of Ethiopia, arose 
from the existence on the table land of Abyssinia, of many natural appearances coincidental with the 
ideas of the natives of what should constitute a temple to their deity. ‘The Abi, or Bruce's Nile, takes 
a circular course around Gojam, and is still known to natives and learned strangers as the serpent Arwe. 
This passing through a large lake, which is to this day called the Water of the Sun (Dembea), is said 
to bear that luminary on his back. If any one will now turn to Stukely’s demonstration of the plan and 
purposes of the massy remains of Abury, А will be constrained to draw the singular conclusion that the 
widely separated localities of Abyssinia and Abury have derived their descriptive names from a some- 
what similar connection with the religious doctrines once in vogue in these countries. Returning, how-

ever, to the conquering hero of the legend, we must observe that his reputed connection with the house | 
of Lambton is a fl ittering but honest testimony of the voice of the surrounding country as to the ancient 
grandeur and intrepidity of that highly respected family.

Antiquaries have opportunities 
of comparing the respective characters of the fortresses successively constructed by the Britons, 
the Romans, and the last military possessors of the soil—the Normans. Тһе first, it has been 
observed, always selected the most lofty and inaccessible mountains, the summits of which they forti- 
tified by deep trenches in the solid rock, adding a strong wall by heaping up the loose stones thrown 
up from the encircling fosses. The Romans again made their camps or castles generally on rising 

round, near some river, or on atongue of land, inclosed by the confluence of two. Whilst the 

orman invaders introduced quite a new style of stronghold, consisting of an extensive fortified 
mansion to entertain the bands of foreign soldiers necessary to secure their unjustifiable seizures. 

The castles of Flint, Denbigh, Brecknock, and Cardiff are good examples of the early Norman, 

Another class of strongholds still more numerous were erected by the Anglo- Normans, a succeeding 
generation, who encroached still more upon the original Britons, who had retired into hordes; and 

so much did these buildings increase, that no less than 143 castles were enumerated by Mr. Tennant 

in the principality. 

One of the principal castles still existing and occupied as а residence is Powis Castle, the seat o 
Viscount Clive. This is a venerable pile, situated in a well wooded park, on the right of the road 
to Montgomery, and occupying an elevated and commanding site, overlooking a vast tract of 
country, the greater part of which was formerly subject to its lords. It is built of red stone, and 
approached by two immense terraces, rising each above the other by means of a vast flight of steps, 
ornamented with vases, statues, antique remains, &c.: these lead, by an entrance through a gateway 
between two immense circular embattled towers, tu an area or court, round which are ranged the 
different apartments, The principal gallery is 117 feet long and 20 broad; it was formerly much 
longer, but a large room has been taken from it atone епа, This is of a later date than the other 
part of the building, and is said to have been detached from it about seventy-five years ago, The 
lower part of the interior has a sombre appearance, owing to the thickness of the walls ; but the 
saloon and library are well lighted, and command many very delightful prospects, especially the 
former, which embraces a view of the rich vale of the Severn, with the Freidden hills in the con- 
trasted background. In a narrow gallery leading to the bedrooms, there are a number of family 
portraits. А detached building also contains many valuable paintings by the most celebrated 
masters, The hanging gardens, composed of terrace upon terrace, are ascended by flights of steps 
cut out of the solid rock, and though not consonant to the present taste, yet they perfectly harmo- 
nise with the character and situation of the building. The park, formed of swelling hills with 
spacious verdant lawns, is well clothed with wood, and abounds with rich scenery, 

In a.D. 570., Roderick, surnamed the Great, King of Wales, divided his territories into three 
districts, to each of which he assigned regal privileges. Тһе first, and most important from its 
situation and the fertility of its soil, was called Powis Land; the other two being North and South 
Wales, nearly as at present constituted, A royal residence was made in each district, that in Powis 
Land being at Shrewsbury. The territory included under this name extended between the rivers 
Wye and Severn. 


FINE ARTS. 


Ponrratt Gattery at Drayton Manor.—The magnificent portrait gallery is now entirely coms 
рішен Sir Robert Peel had, prior to the building of this new gallery, several of the best portraits by Sir 

homas Lawrence; and with the exception of the royal collection, the right hon. baronet cculd boast of 
a larger number than any other gentleman. There are upwards of fifty portraits exhibited in the gallery, 
the majority of which, particularly those only recently finished, have never been seen beyond the private 
circle of the right hon. bart. 

The new gallery is attached to the south-east angle of the mansion, and forms a wing 100 feet long in 

extension of the north front. The interior is built of ashlared stone, jes Hollington. 

The style of architecture is that which prevailed during the latter part of Queen Eliza- 
beth’s reign, and that of James I. Ап arcade extends along all three sides, surmounted 
by ап entablature, with an attic, upon which аге small carved pinnacles breaking the 
outline of the building. The exterior is further decorated by four stone statues, some- 
what larger than life; the two towards the south or garden front, representing Rubens 
and Vandyke, and the two towards the north representiug Reynolds and Lawrence. 
There are no windows, but a glazed sash door at the south-western extremity, which leads 
on to a new terrace, about 160 feet long and 19 wide, decorated with a stone balustrade, 
vases, pedestal, &c. ‘This terrace joins on to other terraces surrounding three sides of 
the mansion, embellished with a profusion of marble and stone vases, &c., which, with 
their straight formal lines, harmonise well with the building, and support the character 
of its architecture.

ILLUSTRATED LITERATURE. 


Introduction to Zoology. By Robert Patterson. London. 
Simpkin and Co., 1845. 

We ourselves are fond of natural history. This leads us frequently 
to endeavour to select pages of pictorial entertainment from works 
devoted to the science. It is seldom, however, that we have met 
with a more agreeable task than that imposed by the critical exami- 
nation of the volume before us, to examine and determine upon such 
cuts as would assist us, in forming an agreeable paper upon the sub- 
ject for our readers, and at the same time enable us to perform an act 
of justice to the author by making manifest the talent, industry, and 
varied acquirements which have combined to produce so excellent a 
handbook for the naturalist as is this © Introduction to Zoology,” 
by Mr. Patterson. “ For the use of schools,” modestly enough ap-

ears inscribed upon the title-page; but we think some’little slyness 
lurks іп the.intimation, for what is the oldest observer but a student 
ever, and the various kingdoms of nature but so many wide schools, 
where the laboriously acquired truths of human knowledge аге to be 
sought for and discovered. And it is then for children of older 
growth that we must understand this introduction to zoology to 
have been written, though the lucid and agreeable manner in which 
the various subjects are treated, and the assistance afforded by the nu- 
merous woodcuts, also render this little work a useful elementary 
one for juvenile instruction. As an instance, let us quote the ob- 
servations regarding the common red coral. Instead of dilating in 
cyclopediac fashion upon its habitats and peculiar consitution, 
ency thor first gives an engraving of a British species of polype 
the ете to the same natural order of Asteroidea, at the same time 
belong: КО the so-called sea-pens found in great abundance оп'тоапу 
referring parts of the Irish coast. This, in the 
language of the savans, is termed vir- 
gularia mirabilis, or ‘* wonderful root,” 
so calied from the beauty and singu- 
larity of its appearance, and as it 
comes up perfectly clean, the fisher- 
men suppose that it grows erect like a 
plant at the bottom of the sea, with 
one extremity fixed in the mud. From 
the summit to the base runs a long, 
white, calcareous substance, secreted 
by the external living membrane, on 
which are grouped the pinnae or bud- 
like individuals of this strangely con- 
nected community of animals. Ап- 
other species,common to our museums, 
is the family of the sea-peas {(gorgonia 
Jlabellum), specimens of which аге fre- 
quently found ashore on the different 
parts of England and Scotland, The 
common red coral, the author then in- 
forms us, is the product of innumer- 
able polypes of similar character to 
these, which inhabit the cells in the 
living tough membrane which sur- 
rounds and secretes this stony apis or 
stem. 
We cannot venture, however, to di- 
late more than the author has done 
himself on this subject, so at once take 
along step over the intermediate па- 
tural families between the zoophytes 
and the echinodermata to include in 
our illustrations an engraving of an 
English specimen of a class of marine 
animals, which constitute in the East 
an important article of food. This 
family of the echinodermata is termed 
Holothuride, but what is known on 
the coast of England as the sea-cu- 
cumber, gives some idea of their ge- 
neral formand character. Like nearly all their congeners they pos- 
sess the remarkable power of casting off and reproducing parts that 
would seem the most essential. Sir J. G. Dalzell has known them 
to lose the tentacula, with the dental apparatus, mouth, oesophagus, 
lower intestinal parts, and the ovarium separating from within, and 
Jeaving the body an empty sac. Yet in three or four months all the 
lost parts were regenerated. Мг. Forbes states — 


ASTEROID POLYPES. 


It is this animal which the Malays of the Oriental Isles seek so diligently for 
the supply of the China market, where it obtains a good price when well pre- 
served. it is employed by the Chinese із the preparation of nutritious soups, in 
common with an esculent sea-weed, sharks’ fins, edible birds’ nests, and other 
materials, affording much jelly. Jaegar says the intestines are extracted, the 
animal then boiled in sea-water, and dried in smoke, 


HOLOTHURIA. 


We have also introduced a few cuts relating to the Lepidoptera, or 
scale-winged insects (butterflies); not that they offer anything very 
singular ог novel, but because an opportunity is afforded of com- 
menting upon опе ‘of the most extraordinary phenomena in natural 
history, and one which must have arrested the attention of the most 
ordinary observer. This is the metamorphoses of insect life. 


The vertebrate animals retain through life, with some variations in size and 
colouring, very much the same forms which they had at birth. Insects, оп the 
contrary, pass through four states of existence, and these are in general dis- 
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tinctly marked. They are first contained in eggs, which are deposited by the pa- 
rent in suitable situations, and with a degree of instinctive care which fills us 
with admiration. They then become active and rapacious, and are well known 
by the names of grubs, maggots, and caterpillars, according to the tribes to which 
they belong. To this condition Linnzus applied the Latin word larva (a mask), 
as if the perfect insect were masked or concealed in the figure of the caterpillar, 
The ravages of which the forester and the gardener complain, result most gene- 
ray from the voracity of insects in their larva state. They eat much, increase 
rapidly in size, change their skins several times, and pass into another state, in 
which, in some tribes, all appearance of vitality is for a time suspended. The 
caterpillar of the butterfly or moth, when the period for this change arrives, seeks 
out a secure asylum for its period of helplessness, and suspends itself by a thread, 
envelopes itself in silk, makes a covering of leaves, or entombs itself in the earth, 
according to the habits of the species. Some of them in this state appear, on a 
miniature scale, like Egyptian mummies, or like an infant wrapped up in swad- 
dling-clothes, From this peculiarity the term pupa (а baby) has been given to 
them ; and chrysalis, a word of Greek origin, referring to the bright or golden 
colours which some of them display, has also been applied to the insect in the 
form it has prior to its appearance in the last and perfect form; — 
that which is termed the Imago, as though it had not until then its 
perfect or fully түйү image. 

There is something in the contemplation of these changes highly 
suggestive of poetic thought. The caterpillar is seen crawling on 
the earth, then apparently lifeless in its self-constructed sepulchre, 
then flinging off the vestments of the tomb, and, with beauty of 
form and powers unknown before, entering on the enjoyment of a 
new state of existence. Hence it is not surprising that the an- 
cients found in its transformations a symbol of the vague and sha- 
dowy ideas they entertained of the life of man here, of his repose 
in the tomb, and of the probability of a more glorious state of being 
hereafter. ‘‘ Psyche,” says an ingenious and learned writer, 
“ means, in Greek, the human soul, and it means, also, a butterfly , 
of which apparently strange double sense the undoubted reason is, 
that the butterfly was a very ancient symbol of the soul. 


We shall conclude our lengthy notice of this very in- 
teresting work with a few observations upon two illus- 
trations we had determined from the beginning should 
have place here, among the others selected, one we 
thought deserving from the exquisite beauty with which 
nature and poetry have combined to envelope it, the other 
from the grave but useful reflections which must arise on 
witnessing evidence so great of extensive providence and 
deep design, as is exhibited in the drawings given of the 
nervous systems in a few very insignificant insects; truly, 
indeed, might the great Ray remark, “ There is a greater 
depth of art and skill in the structure of the meanest in- 
sect than thou art able to fathom or comprehend.” 


Of the paper nautilus we would first observe, that of all 
the mollusca — 


This is the most interesting species as giving to man the first 
example of the art of navigation. It has been usually represented, 
as in the annexed figure, with six arms extended over the sides of 
its little vessel to act as oars, and two others upraised as sails. 


EMPEROR MOTH, 


Such being the universal belief among naturalists, it is to be expected that poets 
would not fail to celebrate its nautical capabilities. Thus, Pope bids us, 


“ Learn of the little Nautilus to sail, 
Spread the thin oar, and catch the driving gale.” 


Byron’s well-known description is also too beautiful to be omitted: — 


“ The tender Nautilus who steers his prow, 
The sea-born sailor of his shell canoe, 
The ocean Mab, the fairy of the sea, 
Seems far less fragile, and, alas ! more free. 
He, when the lightaing-wing’d tornados sweep 
The surge, is safe — his port is in the deep — 
And triumphs o’er the armadas of mankind, 
Which shake the world, yet crumble іп the жіп." The Island. 


PEACOCK BUTTERFLY. 


It moves backwards through the water by the action of its arms, like other 
cuttle-fish. It can creep along the bottom, and, like Балу other mollusks, it 
can rise to the surface; but there the arms are never employed as oars : and 
those which have the broad expanded membranous disc are never used as sails. 
Their true function, as ascertained by M. Rang, and confirmed by the experi- | 
ments of Madame Power, is the secretion of the substance of the shell. 
They are stretched tensely over its surface, and, when accidental injuries 
arise, they deposit for its repair the needful quantity of shelly matter. To 
do this, and to supply what is wanted for the enlargement of the shell 
with the growth of the animal, is their appointed duty; one similar to 
that of the mantle of the bivalve shells. 


With regard to the last engraving, of the nervous systems of 
various insects, it is unnecessary to observe further than that — 


In different families of insects, the ganglions, or nervous centres, 
whence nerves are sent to the several organs, are different in their num- 
ber, and in the amount of concentration which they present; and, as 
might naturally be expected, they undergo modifications, according to 
the changing form and powers of the same insect, in its different stages of 
development. | 

With regard to the external senses, insects differ rom the higher апї- 
mals in the possession of two processes appended to the head, and which, 
in the butterfly, resemble delicate horns terminated by a knob. The en- 
tomologist calls them antenne ; the less scientific observers, horns or 
feelers ; and the latter term shows that they are applied to external ob- 
jects in such a manner as to indicate that they are organs of touch. There

is also reason to believe they are to some extent organs of hearing; but great 
doubt yet exists as to the precise extent and nature о their functions. They are 
very diversified in their form and structure, and vary not only in different ge- 
nera, but often in the males and females of the same species. | 


That insects have the sense of touch and of taste, is generally conceded ; and 
that of smell they have been supposed to possess in {such perfection, that one of 
our most popular poets has asserted that bees return to their hives by 
retracing 


“Тһе varied scents which charm’d them as they flew,” 


While we dissent from this poetical theory, we would by no means deny the 
powerful influence which certain odours exert in repelling or attracting these 
creatures. Of this Mr. Knapp gives an instance, in speaking of one of the 
beetles, which from their habits are called ‘‘dung-chafers.”” Опе ог two only 
ofthe common dor or blind beetle (Geotrupes stercorarius) are usually seen at 
the same time. But, оп one evening, such numbers of these insects were passing , 
as to constitute a little stream. This naturally excited his attention; and “1 
was led,” he continues, “ (о search into the object of their direct flight, as in ge- 
neral it is irregular and seemingly inquisitive. I soon found that they dropped 
on some recent nuisance; but what powers of perception must these creatures 
possess, drawn from all distances and directions, by the very little fetor which in 
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such a calm evening could be diffused around! and by what inconceivable means 
could odours reach this beetle, so as to rouse so inert an insect into action ! but 
it is appointed one of the great scavengers of the earth, and marvellously еп- 
dowed with powers of sensation and means of effecting the purpose of its being.” 

The sense of hearing was formerly denied to insects, even by naturalists so 
distinguished as Linneus and Bonnet. But on this point the observations of 
Brunelli, an Italian naturalist, are quite conclusive. Several of the field crickets 
which he kept in a chamber, “ continued their crinking song through the whole 
дау; but the moment they heard a knock at the door they were silent. Не like- 
wise confined a male in one side of his garden, while he put a female in the other 
at liberty, which began to leap so soon as she heard the crink of the male, and 
immediately came to hiin —an experiment which he frequently repeated with 
the same result. r 

There are some insects in which no organs of vision have been discovered ; 
but in general they are not only very obvious, but present considerable variety 
in colour, form, position, and structure. They are generally sessile ; and when, 
to give them a wider range, they are fixed, like those of many crustacea, on pe- 
duncles, those stalks are not moveable. Тһе most usual number of eyes is 
two; but when it is needful that the insect should, at the same time, have the 
power of observing objects in the air and in the water, it is gifted with four eyes, 
as іп thecommon whirl-gig (Gyrinus natator), which тау be seen performing 
its rapid evolutions on our ponds and streamlets. The eyes are sometimes 
simple, sometimes a number of simple eyes are collected together, and are then 
called conglomerate ; but the most common kind is that which is termed com- 
pound. Such eyes, when seen under the microscope, appear to consist of an infi- 
nite number of convex hexagonal pieces. When separated and made clean, 
they are as transparent as crystal. Their number is extremely variable, 
and cannot but strike the most indifferent with astonishment. © What would be 
thought of a quadruped whose head, with the exception of the mouth and place 
of juncture with the neck, was covered by two enormous masses of eyes, num- 
bering upwards of 12,000 in each mass? Yet such is the condition of the organs 
of vision in the dragon-fly.” Іп the common bee the same structure is not less 
apparent. The fiery eyes of many gad-flies, which present vivid bands of purple 
and green, are composed of similar lenses, and еасп eye contains nearly seven 
thousand. The ant has 50 lenses; the house-fly 4000; while above 17,000 have 
been counted in the eye of a butterfly, and more than 25,000 in that of a species 
of beetle. 

It is impossible to read the simple facts which science thus makes known, and 
not be struck with the complexity of structure shown in those diminutive crea. 
tures, considered with regard to only one of their senses and its manifold func- 
tions. Nor can we hesitate for a moment to attribute to the beneficence of our 
common Creator the compensating contrivances by which the want of motion in 
the eyes is more than counter-balanced by the abundance in which these organs 
are bestowed. 


We need not, after these extracts and illustrations, append much 
eulogistic comment: would it were always as consistent with our

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THEATRES. 


Lycyum.—Since the first production of Dickens's Battle of Life, the 
dramatis persone have, to use a theatrical phrase, © warmed” into the 

arts allotted to them, and all worked smoothly and well. The 
Christmas pantomime (the first effort of the kind at this house) was 
formed on The Butlerfly's Ball, an alliteration dear to all whose asso. 
ciations tend to the slightest reminiscence of home and early days, is 
pregnant with incidents peculiarly applicable to the holiday purpose 
for which, on the nonce, it was borrowed. ‘Lhe scenery by Phillips 
and Hawthorn was beautiful. Mr. J. Lauri appeared for the first 
time as Harlepan, and assisted by his two brothers, equipped in the 
party-coloured costume of the hero of pantomime performed with 
perfect éclat feats in gymnastics of the Risley school. ‘The fun, 
frolic, and wit with which the harlequinade abounded, deserved the 
verdict, returned by the jury, that the first Lyceum pantomime was 
eminently successful. 

Princess's. —The entertainments at this theatre consists of Blanche 
de Valmy, a melo-drama, in two acts, which was rather pleasing and 
interesting; and the distresses of the heroine made a considerable 
impression on the fresh feelings of the juvenile spectators. Next 
came the Seven Maids of Munich. The pantomime is called The Еп- 
chanted Beauties of the Golden Castles, or Harlequin and the One- 
eyed Genie; a title suflicient to show that the materials were drawn 
from the “ Arabian Nights,” the magic and marvels of which were 
amusingly travestied. Тһе spectacle was not only gorgeous, but 
some of the scenery was beautiful, especially a view of the Isle of 
Parrots, a masterly piece of painting. ‘There were also some capital 
London street scenes; and one of the magical changes was the trans- 
ference of the Wellington statue from Hyde Park Corner to the 
Horse Guards. Harlequin, Columbine, and the Clown were weil 
performed, and the success of the piece was most decided. 

Surrey.—'lhe author of the pantomime at this theatre, Mr. В, S. 
Fairbrother, has dispensed with levend, fable, and history, at the 
present season so largely drawn upon for plot and incident. The 
King of the Castle, от Harlequinin the Land of Dreams, is “ founded 
upon nothing ; ” fairy lore and nursery reading furnish no clue to its 
story. But as few things can be wholly novel, so in this some gene- 
ral features will be recognised by those acquainted with stage tradi- 
tions, There is a Queen of the Sylphides, Nymphalia (Miss E. 
Terrey), and а Prince Lunario, heir apparent to the kingdom of 
Moonshine (Herr Deulin), and Adorina (Mademoiselle Theodore), 
daughter of the king of the imaginary castle, of course in love with 
each other, crossed by the father, and aided by the Sylphide aforesaid. 
The rest of the characters—the king, the queen, the chancellor, the 
ministers, the guards, are all grotesques, by whom а very slender 
thread of intrigue is carried out to the fitting point, at which it is cut 
short by the wand of the Sylph, and “ the fun begins.” ‘The story is 
nothing; the mechanism and action are all, and in these the Surrey 
management has done its best. Of the changes and tricks those told 
best that touched on every-day life; the hits at the Spanish mar- 
riages and the diplomatists fell flat, but the pawnbroker’s shop, the 
gin-palace, and the pie-seller’s suspicious dealings, were fully com- 
prehended. Altogether the pantomime went off extremely well, and 
will doubtless have а good run. А little compression will be advan- 
tageous, T'he house was crowded to excess. 

Otymric, — The performances at this theatre on Saturday con- 
sisted of Rowe's tragedy of Jane Shore, and а new Christmas panto- 
mime, entitled King Alfred the Great, or Harlequin History and the 
Enchanted Raven. The great attraction of the evening was of 
course the pantomime, and consequently the tragedy, in accordance 
with the time-honoured custom of “ Boxing night,” was converted 
into a regular dumb-show spectacle, accompanied by an incessant 
fire of comic commentaries from the sprightly occupants of the pit 
and gallery. The opening part is founded on certain popularly 
known points in the history of Alfred the Great. He appears at the 
period of his misfortunes, when in the disguise of a peasant he finds 
refuge in the neatherd's cot. ‘The incident of the burnt cakes is not 
forgotten, nor the penalty of expulsion from his shelter, after a sound 
rating from the neatherd’s wife. The characters skip and leap about 
from place to place with unrestrained freedom, At one time they 
are at Epsom, and the next moment we find them at the terminus of 
the Eastern Counties Railway, where they are informed, as if in con- 
trast with their own quick movements, that the Cambridge train is 
only six hours behind time. Quitting this locality, they jump into 
the “ Interior of the League General Bread, Meat, Pie, and Universal 
Everything Baking Company’s Establishment,” where they finda 
free trade loaf, large enough to subsist a Brobdignagian family on for 
a whole week. The various hits in the pantomime were well received, 
and Ше pantomime was announced for repetition with universal ар- 
proval. 

‘Tue Cotossrum. — The attractions of this elegant and fashionable 
place of public resort collected on Saturday a great number of that 
portion of the community who have only the holidays of Christmas 
and other festivals in which to indulge their propensity for sight- 
seeing, and the gratification of their curiosity. The proprietors have 
very judiciously divided the exhibition into distinct parts, and charged 
a separate price of admission for each, so that every visitor can con- 
sult his own taste, and need not pay to see what he has perhaps seen 
before, or for what he has no wish to behold. Тһе panoramic views 
of London by Night and Day are as attractive as ever; indeed, the 
machinery of the last-mentioned picture is now so admirably worked, 
that the atmospheric allusions аге the closest copy to the natural 
effects of clouds and vapour, light and darkness, that can be ima- 
gined. The Statactite Cavern is almost equally good, though a thing 
of a totally different character. The Ма of Sculpture is of 
itself a treat to those who admire the fine arts. In the collection 
here exhibited are the works of the best artists of the country, ar- 
ranged with judgment, and so placed that they can be examined in 
the best points of view and in good lights, The whole is deserving 
of the public support. 

Maname ‘lussaun's Ехнівігтом, — This curious collection of 
wonderful figures and strange things was thronged throughout the 
whole of Saturday with wondering spectators. ‘lhe great room ap- 
peared a crowd of living visitors mingled with the groups of almost 
living representations of warriors, statesmen, senators, priests, kings, 
queens, and potentates; indeed, at four o'clock it was difficult to dis- 
tinguish the living from the effigies, so completely were the two 
classes intermixed. The relics of Napoleon and the empire, amongst 
which are some objects of great interest and great beauty, were aiso 
inspected by hundreds of persons, The four new figures recently 
added to the collection, viz.

POSTSCRIPT. 


Drraprvr Fire.— On Thursday afternoon one of the most extensive confla- 
grations that has oceurred inthe metropolis during the past year, broke out at 
Irongate Wharf. From information obtained, it appears that about four о clock, 
a loud report was heard at the eastern end of the building, and а thick heavy 
smoke was seen to rise from the lower parts or cellars ofthe wharf. Within five 
minutes after the first discovery a flame burst forth, the alarm of fire was іп. 
stantly given, and a detachment of guards from the Tower rendered prompt 
assistance. The engines trom St, Katherine’s Docks and the Tower were 
speedily upon the spot. It was also found necessary to get the floating engine of 
the St. Katherine Docks. Unfortunately it was low water at the time, and there 
was some difficulty in obtaining a supply of water for the engines. By the time 
the engines were got into play the whole building was іп flames. Alongside of 
the wharf were moored the Busy, of Bridport, and the Hawk, of Montrose, 
Directly after the alarm of fire had been given, both vessels were cut away from 
their moorings, but it being low water, it was found to be impossible to get them 
away. The Busy speedily caught fire, and although the floating engines were 
immediately brought to play upon her she was burnt, as the reporter understood, 
to the water’s edge; while the masts, spars, and upper part of the Hawk were 
also consumed. At length, by the extraordinary exertions of the firemen, by 
eight o'clock all danger of the further progress of the йге seemed to be at an епа, 
Several outbreaks, however, subsequently took place ; and the house between the 
Irongate Wharf and the Marquis of Granby tavern has sustained serious injury, 
The total loss is stated at from 150,000/, to 200.0002,
